RUPARTIAL, NOT NBOTRAL, 





SHANGHAI, TUESDAY, JUN 






‘Tae public indebtedness of States and 
the amount of capital represented by 
bonds, shares, é&c., throughout the 
world, is one of those new factors in 
politics for which history affords no 
precedent. It is true that in many res- 


pects history repeats itself, Tho saying 
is merely equivalent to a different state- 
ment of the axiom that human nature 
unchanged. ‘The 
repetition of history at best can only 
be assured whou surrounding cireum- 
stauces are identical, or nearly 60; and 
this new feature of public indebted 
ness has altered so much the funda- 
mental points on which the politics 
of States are dependent, that it needs 
close investigation, and an intimate 
kuowledgo of many concomitant, 
but uot superficially apparent circum. 
stances, to form an opinion even as to 
the course in which public opinion will 
determine torun. The public indobted- 
ness of tho world, inclading negoti- 
able stocks, shares, bonds and other 
descriptions of scrip, vendible in the 
various stock aud share markets, has 
been placed at from seven to ten thou. 
sand millions sterling; and the intor- 
uational relations thus established 
do largely inflacnce the politics of 
parties. Perhaps the first inatanco 
where this factor camo prominently 
into play was the Secession war in the 
United States, but since that dato it 
hs assumed an importance but little 
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dreamt of twenty years ago. The 
Franco-German war brought it again 
into prominence, bat its real influence 
has been most felt in the cireumstances 
attending the recent war betweon 
Russia and Turkey. Looked at in the 
abstract the question at issue was of 
tho simplest kiud. Two notoriously 
corrupt Governments were dispating 
for the possession of certain tracts of 
country ; one had beon iu occupation 
for some centuries, the other did not 
pnt forward any better title, but was 
afflicted with a desire to annex. 
One portion of the ground in dispute 
was a very advantageous position, the 
occupant of which could at a small 
expense put it in astate of military 
preparedness which would render it 
practically impregnable from attack in 
front, while at the back was a large lake, 
which, if held by the same individual 
as the fort in front, could be made 
available for offensive purposes on a 
large scale. In a military sense it 
could be diverted into a sort of sanctu- 
ary, such as the piety of our fore 
fathers permitted to be erected as 
refuges to which might fly the evil- 
doors of tho world,’and whence, 
as opportunity offered, they could sally 
forth at intervals to renew their depre- 
dations on the peaceful and well- 
behaved. With advancing civilisation 
the right of sanctuary was gradually 
abolished ; its possible advantages were 
so far outweighed by its certain dis- 
abilities and inseparable evils that one 
government after auotherfound it neces- 
sary to repress it, Tho disadvantages 
of handing over this advantageous posi- 
tion, with the right of sauctuary attach- 
ing to it, if it once fell into the hands 
of the same individual who had control 
of the lake behind, were for many 
years so apparent that no English 
statesman, and almost no English 
individual, ever had a second thought 
beyond resistance to any project for 
amalgamating its ownership with that 
of the lake. We have, however, seen 
mauy men who live on their debts, and 
who enjoy all this world’s goods, not 
from any ability of their own, but from 
the happy chance that at some period 
of their lives they contrived to get 
dooply into debt to some wealthy or 
influential individual, Of ‘course an 
ordinary indebtedness is apt to be 
disagreeable, Creditors have a nasty 
habit of asking for coin at disagreeable 
moments. Some debtors are, however, 
of a different stamp; they manage to 
give such nice dinners, to arrange their 
plate so well, and invite such pleasant 
company that it is quite a treat to be 
owed money by them, aud thereby 











gain a sort of right of admission to 
such pleasaut reunions. Not that this 
right is ever openly or even tacitly 
acknowledged by the debtor, for your 
thoronghgoing debtor has learnt too 
well his business to permit himself 
to become, even metaphorically, the 
hewer of wood and drawer of water 
for his benefactor. On the contrary, 
he has reserves in store to turn the 
obligation the other way. Ho may 
make himself generally disagreeable, 
may pout and frown like a beautiful 
woman, may forget to invite his 
creditor when some visitor of distinction 
drops in, may make some little trouble 
in meeting some of his potty engage- 
ments, and if pressed may talk of 
curtailing expenses and giving up his 
dinner partiés for the fature. Now in 
all these ways Rassia has, with more or 
less success, contrived to make itself 
a power in Europe. It keeps up a 
charming Court, where no expense 
is spared in procaring the greatest 
of delicacies, It entertains the very 
cream of society, nay it assumes to 
itself the positior. of the créme de la 
créme, and acts with condescending 
politeness to those whom it entertains. 
It never talks of money as being too 
vulgar a thing for consideratiou, its 
promises are given with the certainty 
that they will be carried out at the 
expense of its creditors, and when any 
mention is made of indebtedness the 
enquirer is met with a charming smile 
as if the thought of such minor matters 
should never suffer the intercourse of 
friends. Now it is idle to say that this 
position of affairs has not plainly 
influenced the course of public feeling 
in Europe. Torkey, it is true, owes a 
large amount of money, bat Turkey 
canuotgive the pleasaut hospitability for 
which Russia is famous. Turkey, too, 
smarts under the debt,aud tries to make 
terms with its creditors, and this with 
nations as with individuals, is a crime 
against the laws of good fellowship. 
Turkish bonds are wortbless in the 
market, becauso Turkey has hinted it 
has not the funds available to repay 
them, Russia, on the contrary, lets 
its promissory notes float about in the 
market and adds new paper when 
necessary to meet engagements on the 
old. This is a feat in which the debtor 
of tho class we have described is quite 
au fait. So long as his friends pass 
his paper fairly between themselves he 
does not care, it would be absurd for 
him to speculate on its actual value, 
and he kuows that when ouce a 
sufficient amount has got afloat to make 
it their interest to seem to support his 
credit, he is master of tho situation, 


Sc the fundamental facts of the dispute 
being carried on in eastern Europe aro 
quietly put ont of sight, and the stock 
exchange, not tho interests of the 
iubabitants or the welfare of Europe, 
becomes the arbiter in the dispute a3 
to the gato of the Eaxine,

Lieutenant - Colonel Charles George 
Gordon, O.B., R.E., entered the Royal 
Engineers as a second Lieutenant, 23rd 
June, 1852, and was promoted to be 
first Lieutenant, 17th February, 1854, Ho 
served in the Crimea from December, 1854, 
to May, 1856, was present'before Sebastopol, 
and was wounded in the trenches, After 
peace had been made he was employed in 
surveying and settling the Turkish and 
Russian frontier in Asia—a work of no 
little danger and difficulty, owing to the 
wild character of the tribes of Armenia 
and Koordistan. Engaged in the expedition 
against Peking, he continued on servico 
in China after our difficulties with the 
Imperial Government had been arranged ; 
and at the close of the year 1861 he made 
1 long journey from that canital to the 
Chotow and Kalgan passes on the Great 
Wall, striking down from the latter place 
throtigh Shénsi, and passing Tiayuen, the 
capital of that provinoe, a city before un- 
visited by foreigners, unless by Catholic 
priests in disguise. Next entering the 
service of the Emperor of China, he was 
appointed, in March, 1863, commander of 
the “Ever-Victorious Army,” and was 
mainly instrumental in suppressing the 
formidable Tai-Ping rebellion in that and 
the succeeding year. The result of his 
operations was this. He found the richest 
and most fertile districts of China in 
the hands of the most savage brigands. 
The silk districts were the scenes of 
their cruelty and riot, and the great 
historical cities of Hangchow and Soochow 








were rapidly following the fate of Nanking, 
and were becoming desolate ruins in their 
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posession, Gordon cut the rebellion in 
fialf, recovered the great cities, isolated 
and utterly discouraged the fragments of 
brigand power, and left the marauders 
nothing but a few tracts of devastated 
country and their stronghold at Nanking. 
‘All this he effected, first by the power of 
his arms, and afterwards still more rapidly 
by the terror of his name. A detailed 
account of his exploits is given in an 
interesting work entitled “The Ever 
Victorious Army’; a History of the Chinese 
Campaign under Lieutenant-Colonel C. G. 
Gordon, 0.B., R.E., and of the Suppres- 
sion of the Tai-Ping Rebellion, by Andrew 
Wilson,” published in 1868, He was 
promoted to the rank of captain in 1859; 
of major in 1862; of lieut.-colonel 16th 
Feb., 1864; and was nominated a Com- 

ion of the Bath, 9th Dec., 1864, Colonel 
Bordon was British Vice-Consul of the 
delta of the Danube, Turkey, from 1871 
till 1873, when he undertook an expedition 
into Africa under the auspices of the 
Khedive of Egypt, who appointed him 
Governor of the provinces of the Equatorial 
Lakes.—Men of the Time,

‘The Honourable Thomas G. Grosvenor,

‘We hear that Sir Thomas Wade has been 
making a rather long: stay at Tientsin, 
where he is the guest of H.M.’s Consul ; 
and that Mr. B, Brenan, Acting Chinese 
Secretary to H.M.’s Legation, was shortly 
expected there, having left Peking on the 
4th inst, 

It is reported that Monsieur de la 
Roquetto has been appointed Minister of 
France to Japan, Monsieur de la Roquette 
has not served before as full minister but 
has been from time to time charge d'affaires 
for France at Peking. He is a man pos- 
sessed of much talent, and his appointment 
as minister to Japan would doubtless be 
welcomed by all nationalities there. 

The Japan Gazette is very sorry to 
hear that the health of Sir Harry Parkes 
has not been re-established, and that 
he has been recommended not to m: 
his return voyage to the East during 
the hot season. Perhaps, in the autumn, 
the Japanese Ministry may have the pro- 
posals for a new treaty convention ready 
for amicable discussion. If any troubles 
ariso in the Corean question, it is said 
the matter is in the jurisdiction of Sir 
‘Thomas Wade, H.M.’s Minister to 
China. 

‘The samo paper reports that the course 
of action to be followed by Commodore 
Shufeldt in refereuce to Corea is not 
positively known, but it is supposed he 
will proceed to that country alone and 
cause a letter to be presented to the King 
containing a proposition from the President 
of the United States for a treaty of friend- 
ship and commerce. Should the letter be 
refused or treated with indignity, or an 
evasive or insulting answer be returned, 
Commadore Shufeldt will, in the exercise 
of discretionary power, press the matter 
still further in an amicable manner, or call 
to his aid all or any portion of the United 
States fleet now on the China station, 
telegraphing at once to Washington for 
final instructions.

Further 
local subscriptions, we hear, will be 
solicited. 

We welcome the first number of a new 
monthly Chinese publication issued under 
the title of The Chinese Illustrated News, 
by the Rev. Dr. J. M. W. Farnham, 
Devoted to the interests of truth and 
progress, and conducted on strictly moral 
and religious principles, while no effort is 
tobe spared to make it alike instructive 
and amusing by the collection of news from 
all quarters of the globe, and illustrated 
by suitable engravings, its success may 
well be predicted. The mention of the 
Rev. Dr. Faruham’s namo as its editor and 
publisher is a suflicient guarantee that it 
will be ably and judiciously conducted. 

We print in another column a memorial 
which has been presented to the Govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian Islands by Mr. C. C. 
Moreno, the ageut of the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company, praying for 
an annual subsidy of $18,000 to the Com- 
pany, in return for which they promise to 
provide a regular steamer service between 
that country and China, The memorial 
points out the advantages which would 
accrue to the Hawaiian Government by a 
regular steamer service between the two 
countries, but it seems likely from the tone 
of the Honolulu Press that any farther 
subsidy to a foreign steamship company 
will be strenuously opposed. 

From an article wo extract from the 
Hiogo Neics it will be seen that Shanghai 
is entitled “to the honour aud glory” of 
the late interport rifle shooting match 
betweon Kobe, Hongkong and Shanghai. 
Our Kobe friends have discovered that the 
diameter of the “centre” and “magpic” 
on their target was much larger than on the 
target used here, and the result was that 
some of the shots scored as centres should 
have been magpies, and the magpies outers, 
which would have given the Shanghai team 
the advantage by many points. The mis- 
take was the result of inadvertence—a 
misunderstanding of the conditions as to 
the target—and our local marksmen will 
appreciate the frank acknowledgment of 
the mistake as soon as it was discovered. 
It is said another match is to be arranged. 

‘The Chinamen in New York are, it is 
reported, preparing to take out naturaliza- 














tion papers, having been persuaded to this 
step by a recently organized body called 
“The Chinese Employment Bureau,” 
which proposes to bear all the expenses of 
their naturalization and probably in return 
is to be allowed to dictate the political 
complexion of their votes. 

It is stated, says the Daily Press, that it 
is the intention of the French Government: 
to considerably extend the arsenal at 
Saigon, 80 as to provide facilities for tho 
building of small ships of war, such as 
despatch-boats, gunboats, floating batteries, 
&c., and a Commission has been appointed 
to prepare the plans. At present the arsenal 
is only equal to the execution of small and 
urgent repairs. 

‘The China Mail says that H. E. the Gov- 
exnor of Macao has urged upon the Home 
Government that the monthly contribution 
of $12,000 provided by that Colony as its 
share of the Naval Estimates bo expended 
locally in the protection of Portuguese 
interests in the south of China, He has 
succeeded so far as to secure tho services 
of two gunboats, the Mandovi and the 
Tamega, the former of which arrived at 
Macao last week, while the latter is expected 
shortly. One of these vessels will probably 
be stationed up the coast, and the other 
will remain at Macao. 

‘The Amoy Gazette reports that on the 5th 
inst, mews had arrived from the city of 
Chan-chow Fu that ten days previously a 
band of some three hundred suspicious 
Chinese had arrived at that place and pro- 
sented themselves to the Taotai stating that 
they had had nothing to eat for sevoral 
days and demanding assistance, Tho Taotai 
directed them to remain outside of the 
suburbs of the city, provided them with 
money and other necessaries of life, and 
then ordered them to leave the place. It 
appears that on quitting Chan-chow Fu 
thoy proceeded to a cortain spot, and 
excavated the foot of an old tree and 
carried away with them a large sum of 
money stipposed to have been buried there 
many years ago. It is now rumoured that 
the men were rebels who had formerly 
occupied the city, and knew the where- 
abouts of the hidden treasure. 

‘The fourth annual meeting of the Society 
for the Suppression of the Opium Trade, 
was announced.to be held on Friday even- 
ing, 7th May, in the large hall of Cannon 
Street Terminus Hotel, ‘The Right Hon, 
the Earl of Shaftesbury, K.G., in the 
chair.

On Saturday afternoon about three 
o'clock, fice was discovered in the upper 
paré of the servants’ quarters on the 
premises occupied by Messrs. Hyde, Herta 
& Co. in Peking Road, As might be 
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expected, those who were in the American 
Presbyterian Mission Press building were 
speedily aware of the circumstance, the 
verandah of that establishment being only 
afew feet from the fire. A large bath in 
this part of the house was supplied by 
means of a force pump with water from 
the kongs below. A gentleman staying 
with the Rev. W. S. Holt took up 
his position in the bath, and vigorously 
exerted himself in throwing water over 
the parts of the Press building nearest 
the flames, occasionally throwing a bucket 
of water over the fire itself. The police 
arrived on the spot with laudable alacrity, 
bringing a number of extincteurs, by means 
of which the fire was speedily subdued, and 
when three engines arrived, there was 
little else for them to do than to extinguish 
the fire among débris inside the walls of 
the house which had been burning, as 
the roof had already fallen in, and there 
was then no danger of the fire spreading. 
Although explanations as to the origin of 
the fire given by Chinese, who are likely to 
know, differ in details, it seems probable 
that it was caused by carelessness in 
connection with Joss celebrations. 

‘During Saturday night or Sunday morning 
the bar-room of the Country Club was 
entered by thieves and the contents of the 
shelves were removed. Fortunately the 
wines, spirits, &c., in the bar were limited 
to less than a dozen bottles, so the actual 
value of the booty was not of much im- 
portance. It will, however, interest the 
residents in the neighbourhood to learn 
that the theft was committed in identically 
the same manner as the recent burglary at 
Mr. Kerr's house. The thieves began by 
cutting « hole under the bar-room window 
apparently with the intention of entering by 
the aperture and opening the window from 
the inside, but before proceeding far with 
the hole, they discovered that the key of 
the bar-room door was sticking in the lock, 
so they desisted from the attempt to cut 
through the wall under the window, but 
made a smaller hole by the side of the 
door, through which one of the thieves 
must have passed his hand, unlocked the 
door, and effected his entrance. They 
appear to have crossed the fence from Mr. 
Haunen’s private road and immediately 
opposite to Mr. Fergusson’s house. ‘This is 
the fourth occasion on which the precincts 
of the Club have been invaded at night. On 
the two first occasions the robberies were 
confined to pilfering the pots in the kitchen, 
and on the third two door-mats were 
removed from the verandah. Petty thefts 
of mafoos’ clothes and kitchen utensils are 
constantly occurring on the Road, but there 
is uo doubt that as on each occasion the 
thieves find they can with impunity pieree 
solid walls and decamp with booty, they will 
plan a bigger burglary some night, and 
astonish the inhabitants of the road villas, 
who, as a body, appear somewhat indiffer- 
ent as to whether the neighbourhood is 
‘under police surveillance or not.

Magistrate Chén, as the representative of 
the Chih Hsien Magistrate, continued the 
examination of the persons who appeared 
bofore them last Friday, who are supposed 





to be more or less acquainted with some 
of the circumstances attending the death 
of Theodor Guillermo, late a member 
of the Town Band. The jinriksha coolie 
detained by the Police, who had previously 
told two different stories as to the way in 
which he spent the Saturday on which the 
death of the deceased took place, now came 
forward with an altogether fresh narrative. 
The Court manifested its appreciation of 
his inventive powers by ordering him to be 
beaten, and a sound castigation was 
promptly administered. A similar penalty 
was awarded to the man who had taken 
a watch chain from the deceased as he 
lay on the road. The other men and 
the boy examined contented themselves 
with repeating their former statements, 
no fresh information being elicited. The 
persons now detained by the authorities 
will not be released until after the Spanish 
Consul and the Chih Hsien have been 
communicated with, We understand that 
it is the intention of the Spanish Consul 
to do his utmost to fathom this mysterious 
affair. 

On Sunday afternoon about two o'clock a 
corpse was discovered in the river near the 
Harbour-master’s Lower Station, on the 
Pootung side, by some of the employés of 
the Chinese Lifeboat Association, It was 
that of a man, and was in an advanced 
state of decomposition, The only clothes 
on the deceased were a Crimean shirt, 
trousers, and socks. The colour of the 
shirt was grey, but that of the other 
articles was not distinguishable, The 
body was taken to the Pootung Church 
jetly, and the Municipal authorities were 
immediately notified. Opinions differ as 
to whether the deceased is a Japanese or a 
European. 

‘The arrival of the Asia and the Minin at 
Hongkong brings the number of Russian 
men-of-war on the China and Japan station 
up to eleven. 

The Straits Times reports the loss of the 
Dutch vessel Gysbertus Hermanns in the 
Carimata Passage, and that twenty members 
of her crew had been picked up by H.M.’s 
gunboat Foxhound, aud brought to Singa- 
pore. 

Messrs. Caird and Co. have received 
orders, says the London and China Express, 
from the P. and O. Company, to construct 
two steamers, which will probably be 
nearly 1,000 tons larger than any of the 
vessels at present owned by the Company. 

The C.BLS.N. Co.’s steamer Hochung, 
which arrived from Tientsin on the 13th, 
is shortly to enter the Old Dock for a 
thorough overhaul. It is believed that 
when she has been put in complete repair, 
she will go to Canton to receive cargo and 
passengers for the Sandwich Islands. 

‘The s.s. Breconshire went into the Old 
Dock about 2 a.m. on Wednesday to repair 
the injuries caused by her collision with the 
Russia steamer Moscow at Hankow. The 
side of the vessel shows an incision extend- 
ing almost perpendicularly from near the 
deck to hali-way down the sixth row of 
plates. The repairs are now almest com- 





About haif-past ten o'clock on Tuesday 
night, while the ss. Niaypo was lying at 
anchor inside the Lightship, a junk came 











into collision with her. In spite of warning 
shouts from the steamer, the junkmen per- 
sisted in trying to cross her bows. As 
the tide was running with great force, 
they failed to execute the manoeuvre sue- 
cessfully, and lost a sail in the attempt, A 
short time after another junk followed the 
example of the first, a proceeding by which 
it susteined greater damage, as it had to cut 
away the mast before it could got clear. 
‘The Ningpo did not receive any injuries. 

‘The Cyclops, a large and powerful steamer 
for Messrs. A. Holt and Co,’s Liverpool 
and China lime, has been launched by 
Messrs. Scott and Co., of Greenock. The 
vessel is a sister ship to the Laertes, recently 
completed for the same line by Messrs. 
Scott, and is of the following dimensions 
—Length, 820 feet; breadth, 45 fect; 
depth, 26 feet ; tonnage, about 2,300 tons, 
She will be supplied with engines of 300 
horse-power by the Greenock Foundry 
Co., and her boilers will be fitted with 
Fox's patent corrugated furnaces. Another 
steamer for the same owners, and similar 
to the Cyclops, is being completed in 
Messrs. Scott's yard. 

The C.M.S.N. Co,’s steamer Hingshing, 
formerly known as the Tahyew, went on a 
trial trip on Saturday afternoon, having 
been converted from a paddle-wheol into a 
screw steamer by Messrs. 8. G, Farnham 
and Co. Tho weather was delightful, and 
the trip was a successful one, a speed 
of over 10 knots being attained. Sho 
left the C.M.S.N. Co.’s Central Wharf 
about 4.30 p.m., and went as far as 
the Red Buoy, returning (against tho 
tide) about 7.30 p.m. ‘The improvements 
and alterations effected havo beon very 
extensive, and have added very materially 
to the carrying capacity of the vessel. 
Her dimensions now are :—longth, 225 
feot; beam, 27ft. G in.; dopth of hold, 
13ft, Gin., between decks, 7ft, Her mean 
araught, with coal in bunkers, is 6ft. 6 in, 
Her engines, which have been built by 
the firm just named, are compound direct 
acting, with inverted surface condensing 
cylinders 21 inches X 36 inches and a 27 
inch stroke. ‘The bow has been raised flush 
with tho upper deck, therety very largely 
increasing the accommodation for the crow 
and Chinese passengers. The bulwarks 
and nearly all the upper deck, the state- 
rooms for the foreign officers, two more 
for foreign passengers, tho saloon, wheel- 
house, ete., are entirely new. In the ’éween- 
decks there are twenty state-rooms for 
Chinese passengers, each containing two 
berths, and a large space has been fitted up 
aft, which will contain at least 200 more 
comfortably. ‘There are three separate cook- 
houses, one of which is fitted with boilers 
in which rice can be cooked by steam. Tho 
arrangements with regard to bath-room and 
other accommodation are complete in every 
respect. We understand that the Hiny- 
shing will probably leave for the North at 
the endof the week, under charge of Captain 
Cunningham, who will, it is believed, 
exchange commands with Captain Havw- 
thorne of the Meli, on his arrival at Tient- 
sin, Mr. Perkins is her chief officer, and 
‘Mr. Mitchell her chief engineer.

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‘THE MARGARY MEMORIAL. 
Swanawat does not shine in demonstra- 
tions, but with the simple proceedings 
of Thursday nobody could find fault. 
The Margary Memorial has occupied 
fa large share of public attention, and 
it was very proper that it should bo 
declared to be an accomplished fact 
with some form and ceremony. It is 
fortunate that nothing was done in the 
first glow of excitement five years ago, 
for then in all likelihood excesses of 
Innguage, and perhaps grave blunders 
might have connected the foreign. com- 
munity with some demonstration which 
they would have regretted. When the 
news of the death of Mr. Margary 
reached us, we were aroused to astate of 
indignation which forbad us to consider 
the matter quietly aud dispassionately. 
‘Tho completion of the Memorial for- 
tunately occurs at a time when public 
fecling is lulled to rest, and the scene 
of Thursday may be allowed to end a 
painfalchapterin international relations. 
Of a career like that of Augustns 
Raymond Margary there may be said 
to be three memorials. The first is his 
character, which those who knew him 
still recall with profit and regret. It 
would be idle to speak of him a 
person of beroie virtue or commanding 
genius, He was a young Englishman of 
handsome manly figure with a winning 
frankness and candour of mauner, and 
an undaunted courage and resolution, 
hore aro doubtless a score of men in 
tho Consular service who would have 
dono what Margary did as well as he 
did it. Still this does not detract from 
the characteristics of the individual, It 
is needless to overoolour the picture, or 
to represont the unfortunate young 
officer as a man of exceptional genius 
or ability; still he did everything he 
had to do well, and lost his life iv 
doing it. Those who read the letters 
published in the account of his journey 
will perhaps be able to disceru traves 
of the development of far higher 
and nobler qualities than his brief careor 
enabled him to exhibit. As it was, 
Augustus Raymond Margary displayed 
not the ripe perfection, but the begin- 
nings aud promises of the gifts that 
win the esteem and affection of good 
men in every age. Tho story of his 
courageous conduct during the tempest 
at Keelung, simply and feelingly tuld 
by Mr, Grosvenor, must have struck 
all who heard it, and his own letter 
wherein we catch a glimpse of a lonely, 
sorely tried man bent only on doing 
his duty to the last, and getting his 
work through, though reduced to a 
skeleton by dysentery, “ia a fragment of 
biography that may be placed side by 
side with many achievements of his 
countrymen in all lands, but which is 
not on that account to be undervalued. 
Any ono who will take the pains to 
peruse the account of “the journey 
from Shanghai to Buamo and back to 
Manwyue” will agree that the first 








memorial of Avgustus Raymond Mar- 
gary is undoubtedly the remembrance of 
his high and enterprising character. The 
secoud is the material structure which 
was on Thursday unveiled. Itis not our 
province to criticise the monument as 
a work of art. It is unlike any other 
structure in the place and occupies a 
promivent position. The discussions 
as to the form of the Memorial will be 
in the recollection of most of our 
readers, and of course there will-still be 
differences of opinion zs to what such 
a monument ought to have been. The 
question was debated with considerable 
warmth and considerable ability, aud 
after due and ample delibers-ion the 
community chose the present memorial. 
The time for regrets is over, and we 
have every ronson to congratulate our- 
selves that the monument is not sub- 
servienttoany secondary purpose. It isa 
memorial to a dead friend and nothing 
else. That it is not moro stately and 
ornate is owing to the fact that the 
public did not subscribe snfficient 
money to erect a large and costly 
structure, The third memorial does uot 
exist at present, and it is impossible to 
say when it may be opened. It is the 
trade route along which the traveller 
made his pioneer journey. That has 
yet to be called into practical existence. 
On this subject we quote the excellent 
sentence which concludes the narrative of 
is journey. “If the route is ever to be 
a durable and worthy monument of tho 
man, it must be opened and used in 
his spirit, by fair means and for benefi- 
cent ends,” 


DR. BUSHELL'S PAPER—THE COINS OF THE 
PRESENT DYNASTY OF CHINA. 

‘Tue paper by Dr. Bushell, read on Mon- 
day at the meeting of the North-China 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, on 
the coins of the present dynasty, was one 
of very great interest aud importance. 
It was of course impossible to present 
more than certain portions of the papor 
to the audience, but the fragments 
given proved thnt it was a contribution 
of vo inconsiderable value to our 
knowledge of a curious and perhaps 
somewhat neglected subject. In the 
first. number of the journal of the 
Society published in 1858, and now, 
we believe, very difficult to procure, 
there is a paper by Mr. A. Wylie on 
the coins of the Ta-ts'ing, or present 
dynasty of China, which is admirable, 
we believe all numismatists admit, as 
fav as it goes. So many additional 
varieties, however, have been discovered 
since that there was ample room for 
Dr. Bushell to give us the result of 
his researches. Without going over 
ground. previously traversed, he has 
collected, arranged and described his 
specimens, and the result is a definite 
gain tothe study of Chinese numismatics. 

Some coins, of which tracings were 
presented on Monday night, were from 
the mints of Mahomedan cities of 
Chinese Turkestav, the names of which 
they have on the reverse in Manchu 





and Turki, the alphabet of the latter 
being derived from the Arabic. The 
various misfortunes of the Chinese 
Governmeut have of course at different 
times seriously interfered with the 
coinage of the realm. In 1851-8, owing 
to the rebellion in the coutral provinces, 
the supply of copper, which is mainly 
derived from Yiinnan, was cut off, and 
the Government was reduced to grent 
straits. Large iron coins equal to ten 
of the ordinary small cash were issued, 
and at first everyone was satisfied. 
Officials and common people united in 
praise of these large coins, but the large 
margin of profit tempted false coiners, 
who, in Dr. Bushell’s words, “ swarmed 
like beesand, though executed incrowds, 
others took their place including even 
Baddhist mou! “The result was 
a rapid depreciation of the large coin, 
and fivally no one would take them at 
any price.” 

Tt is curious that the contrariness of 
Chinese fashions to those which obtain 
in the West is illustrated in the matter 
of coins deposited wheu a new building 
iserected. We, as all tho world knows, 
doposit specimens of the coinage of the 
period under the foundation stone of 
the building to be erected. Now tho 
Chinese adopt a course diametrically 
opposite to this. They connect a 
deposition of the coius of the reign 
with the erection of a new structure, 
bat they put them upon the main beam 
and build them into the roof, Tho 
pieces of money are placed in a box 
aloug with precions stones, the five 
kinds of metal, tho five sorts of grain, 
and silk of various colours, Marco Polo 
tells us that paper money was formerly 
issued in immense quantities under 
the Mongol Dynasty, and, centuries later, 
in the third year of Hsien Féng [1853] 
when tho largo copper tokens wero 
coined, the issue of papor money was 
also revived, cash notes and silver uotes 
were issued by tho Board of Revenue, 
and forced into circulation by paying 
part of the salary of officials in the 
new currency, and by compelling the 
banks and largo pawnbroking establish- 
ments to accept it in lieu of more solid 
money. Tho value of these notes, how- 
ever’, depreciated rapidly, until in 1861 
they were sold by Dateh auction in the 
streets of tho capital at a discount of 
97 per cent. The cash wotes are 
of four denominations, equivalent to 
500, 1,000, 1,500, and 2,000 cash 
respectively. They are printed from 
wood blocks in blue ink on thick 
whitish paper, and are adorned with a 
mystic representation of two dragous 
fighting for a pearl. Very stringent 
laws are enforced against all those 
who counterfeit the paper of tho 
dynasty, which is guarded with tho 
same care as the metal currency. 
‘There is a passage in Lord Macanlay’s 
history, which is perbaps oftener quoted 
than any other, in which he says that 
“it may well be doubted whether all 
the misery which had been inflicted on 
the English nation in a quarter of a 
century by bad Kings, bad Ministers, bad 
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Parliaments and bad judges, was equal 
to the misery caused in a single year 
by bad crowns and bad shillings.” The 
state of the coinage in China is terrible. 
The hints that we glean from notes 
like those given by Dr. Bushell give us 
ead picture of the progress of deterior- 
ation. Gradually and steadily the 
various Goverments have debased the 
coinage, issued paper money, and gone 
throngh all the processes which indicate 
desperate financial embarrassment. The 
history of the country is to be traced as 
clearly in the cabinet of the numis- 
matist as in the Peking Gazette. 

‘A very excellent practical suggestion 
was mado by the Librarian of the North. 
China Branch, viz, that the Society 
should publish in a volume all the 
papers that have been issued on the 
subject of the Chinese coinage. ‘The 
number of these publications is uot 
Inrge, and tho publication would not 
bo very expensive. Mv. C, B, Hillier’s 
work, published in 1852 in the transac. 
tions of the now defunct Hongkong 
Asiatic Socioty, Mr. Wylie’s paper 
above referred to, Mr. Kirkwood’s 
appendix to Mr. Wylic's “Coins of 
the presont Dynasty,” Mr. Glover's 
Catalogue,and the paper by Dr. Bushell, 
would really, if collected, form an 
interesting volume, and would find 
not perhaps a rapid but, a certain and 
steady sale amongst those antiquarians 
who have devoted their time to the 
collection and description of the coinage 
of the Middle Kingdom, a study whic 
throws curious and instractive side- 
lights on tho history and archwology 
of the country. 














‘THE FORMATION OF AN ANTI-SPELLING 
ASSOCIATION. 
We aro sincerely glad to see proposals 
for tie formation of an Anti-Spelling 
Reform Association. For somo time 
attempts have been made to alter the 
received mode of spelling our Innguage 
and thereby to strike dendly blows at 
its historical character. The prospectus 
of the new society bas not yet been 
issued, but the promoters have done 
wisely and well to prefix to their pr 
liminary advertisement some weighty 
aud admirable sentences from Arch- 
bishop Trench’s book ou “The Study 
of Words.” “I can conceive uo 
method of so effectually defacing and 
barbarizing our English tongue, uo 
scheme that would go so far to empty 
it practically at least, aud for us, 
the hoarded wit, wisdom, imagi 
and history which it contains to cut 
the vital nerve which connects its 
present with the past as the introduc- 
tion of the scheme of phonetic spelling 
which some have lately been zealously 
advocating amoug us.” 

One thing must be kept in mind, that 
the most lax system of spelling adopted 
in the present day is methodical com- 
pared with the system, or rather uo 
system, which obtained two or three 
hundred years ago. There are many 
striking instances cited by antiquarians 
and loxicographers to prove the anarchy 











whieh prevailed in the world of letters 
on this important subject. The great 
writers and statesmen of the reign of 
Elizabeth were careless to n degree on 
the subject of orthography, and flang 
themselves on their readers’ merey in 
this respect as completely as a modern 
Spanish lady is said to do. We have 
always been amused by the naive way 
in which Charles Kuight begins one of 
his numerous biographical sketches of 
Shakespeare, “ the controversies about 
the greatest poet of England begin 
ith the spelling of his name.” And 
Disraeli says that Leicester has sub- 
scribed his own namo eight different 
ways,” and that “the name Villers 
is spelled fourteen different ways in the 
deeds of that family.” To bring the 
matter to a comparatively recent date, 
we believe that a letter is now in exist- 
ence in which the great Duke of Welling- 
ton spelled his name not “Wellesley” 
but “Wesley.” Sir Thomas Smith, 
Secretary of State to Queen Elizabeth, 
perhaps stung to action by percsiving 
that his own unlucky name was the 
peculiar victim of perverse spellers, was 
the first who endeavoured to introduce 
a regular system of orthography. He 
was followed by Bullokar, Gill Butler 
and others, who aimed more or less 
directly at introducing a phonetic 
system, ‘These writers endeavoured to 
act on certain definite principles and to 
employ dincritical marks, but their ideas 
fortunately never found favour, aud at 
last the great work of Dr. Johnson 
appeared, which was couducted ou a 
true principle. He recognized the 
importance of restoring the old spelling 
so as to keep in mind the history of the 
word, and “the sound judgment aud 
practical wisdom which he displayed 
gave his work at onco an authority 
which it has not even yet entirely lost.” 
It is unscientific in’ the extreme to 
regard merely the sound of a word, or 
to speak ns if a word were only 
addressed to the ear. A word hus 
two distinct existences, and addresses 
appeals to two senses, the seuse of 
hearing and the sense of seeing. Even 
the radical in a Chinese character bas 
a bearing, though perhaps a remote and 
a subtle one, on the meaning of the 
character, but the spelling of a word 
has a vivid historical interest. It 
indicates a connection between several 
ideas that are latent in the word, and 
above all gives us a hint often of price- 
less importance as to its pedigree. There 
are two quarters whence an assault has 
to be feared. We most protest against 
the fashion of spelling adopted in that 
great and influential work, Webster's 
Dictionary. To quote a recent writer 
in Notes and Queries, “Tf Au ns 
have a particular liking for coming 
to the defense of travelers in a wagon 
who might have stayed there forever 
had not anyone helped them, by all 
means let them accomplish this eccen- 
tric feat, but do let us retain the correct 
spelling of the words in question.” 
‘The next danger is from thoso 
who are labouring to revolutionize 





























the spelling of classical names. This 
practice so inimitably ridiculed by the 
late Lord Lytton in The Oaztons is not 
gaining ground very rapidly. We tako 
up @ number of the Contemporary Review 
and fivd an article on “Pheidias at 
Oxford,” which is perhaps admissible, 
butMr. Pater, no mean anthority, refuses 
to spell Sicyon or Alcinous with a ‘k,” 
and thns protests against the revolution. 
ary orthography of Mr. Grote. Nobody 
ever followed the late Mr. Mitford in 
omitting the “s” from “island,” and 
Mr. Hare and their few followers found 
it impossible to make their fellow- 
citizens write “ unlooktefor perils.” 
We have only indicated some of the 
leading lines of this subject, but wo 
hope the efforts of the new society will 
produce a marked effect in checking a 
growing evil. 





REVIEW. 


China Review; March-April, 1880, 

In the present number Mr. G. Jamieson 
continues his translations from the Lii-li, 
taking up the chapter on registration 
and taxation. Like every other Chinese 
regulation, the laws in these departments 
are minute in their apparent provision for 
every eventuality, and like every other 
Chinese regulation they are practically 
evaded or disregarded daily. The present 
article describes the position and duties 
of that most important of officers, the 
Pao-chang, Ti-pao or Head-borough, and 
the system of tithings and hundreds on 
which the administration of the law by 
government mainly rests, ‘The Pao-chang 
is the recognised vehicle of communication 
between the ranks of the people and the 
oficials; he is the peace officer as well as 
the tribune of the people ; a terror to evil- 
doers, and tho spokesman on behalf of the 
oppressed. His position is almost identical 
with the hundred men in theTeutonie races, 
but while these developed from the tithings 
and hundred, apowerfuland effective system 
of self-government, the Chinese, with all 
the opportunity of so doing, have permitted 
them to remain simply a watch and ward 
system for mutual security, As Mr, 
Jamieson points out, there is in the 
development of the system a possibility of 
bridging over the vast chasm which exists 
between the Government and the people in 
China, and of alleviating on familiar lines 
the evils arising from an all-pervading 
but essentially corrupt bureaucracy. Mr. 
Jamieson is not quite correct in saying that 
there are no large estates in China leased 
out to tenant farmers. The Li family 
possess more than one such estate in An- 
hui acquired after the Tai-ping rebellion, 
and a few of the old families still pé 
their broad acres. There is not much 
haggling needed either to settle the tenants’ 
rent from year to year, always paid in 
agricultural districts in kind. The writer 
in Kiaugnan has frequently enquired 
about the condition of the crops and has 
always met a ready response, kiu fen 
hao, or shih fen hao, as the case may 
be. Sometimes an exceptionally good 
harvest becomes shil-erh fen hao ‘ twelve- 
tenths good,” rentals being assessed on 
the amount of a fair average crop os 
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shih fon hao, and betterness or worseness 
being expressed by tenths of the sale 
above or below. More artificial than the 
ordinary land tenure is that of the Manchu 
and Chinese Bannermen, who hold their 
Jands on a strictly military tenure, and 
are bound in return for exemptions from 
ordinary taxation to perform military 
service for the State when called on. Th 
position has called up an interminable dis- 
play of those extreme minutise of legislation 
which the Chinese love so dearly to place 
on record, but never trouble themselves to 
put in practice. 

‘Mr. Watters gives another instalment of 
his notes on Fah-hien and his English 
translators, principally occupied with cor- 
rections of errors in translation. Chinese 
students are notoriously narrow in their 
views, and aro generally as little capable 
of receiving as of giving correction in a 
pleasant spirit. It was probably not to be 
anticipated that the two English translators 
of Fah-hien should accept without flinching 
Mr, Watters’s remarks, and Mr. Watters 
has ovidently fallen foul of one of his 
subjects. A writer in the Academy of 24th 
April takes him to task for his want of 
good taste in calling the Rev. Mr. Beal 
an old sea priest.” Mr. Watters seoms 
to havo found fault with Mr. Beal's trans- 
lation of Fah-hien’s sen experiences, and 
naturally enough compared the position of 
the author and his translators, 

‘Mr, Balfour, ono of our rising light 
Chinese litteratours, gives some Chinese 
fairy tales. ‘Tho tales aro pretty but are 
too much overlaid by the usual Chinese 
taste for irrelevant minuti, ‘The fol- 
lowing sentonco speaks well for Mr. 
Balfour's powers of translation. Describ- 
ing an enthusiast’s garden, Mr. Balfour 
tolls us it was “surrounded by a bamboo 
fence grown all over with red, white and 
yellow roses, clematis, almonds, rose- 
mallows, touch-me-nots, cock’s-crests, sun- 
flowers, golden lilies, white lilies, pinks, 
carnations, princo’s-feathers, white-butter- 
flies, night-falling gold-moneys, camelias, 
peonies and a host of others. When they 
‘were all full bloom they looked like a great 
sereen blazing with a mass of different 
colours; and by the time one began to 
fade another opened. Hore blossomed the 
wator-sprite flowor—as clear as ice, and 
exquisitely pure as jade; the moutan 
with its heavenly fragrance and royal tint ; 
pear blossoms as white as moonlight, 
peach blossoms ruddy as the sun, tea 
flowers more precious than pearls, and 
roses in a blushing cloud.” 

“Translations of Chinese school-books” 
does not display much knowledge of the 
subjects treated, more especially in con- 
nection with Buddhist and ‘Taouist lore. 
‘What in heaven, earth, or hades is 
“giraffe’s pemmican?” When, where 
and how did tho Chinese make the 
acquaintance of the giraffe? and who 
is the first Chinese author who men- 
tions this animal in connection with 
China? ‘The Chinese undoubtedly became 
acquainted with the ostrich, but that was 
because its range formerly extended to 
Seistan ; they also learnt something of the 
lion, but this was likewise on account of 
the animal's former more extended eastern 
























range, and even so they had to call him by 


a Persian name 4fi J, ic., Shir, but 
whence did they get the giraffe, and by what 
name did they call him, and how came 
they to make pemmican of his flesh? Mr. 
A. R. Wallace had betier keep his eyes on 
the rising Chinese naturalist. It is a pity 
to see so much good work spoiled by an 
affectation of knowledge not possessed by 
the writer, who has shown himself on 
many occasions capable of better things. 
“Short Notices”, as usual, are feeble or 
incorrect.

PAO-TING FU. 

There are two principal methods of travel 
by which to reach the provincial capital 
from Tientsin, viz., by cart and by boat. 
By cart it is a three-days’ journey, thump- 
ing and jolting over dusty roads, and sleep- 
ing at night in inns which can hardly meet 
the requirements of comfort which prevail 
in Western lands. ‘To the initiated, descrip- 
tion is unnecessary ; to the uninitinted— 
well, if they ever expect to understand the 
ins and outs of the subject, let them make 
haste to get initiated. By boat, the journey 
occupies from three to five days, the time 
being chiefly dependent upon the direction 
of the wind, and the force of the current. 
This is by far the most comfortable and 
pleasant method of reaching Pao-ting Fu. 
With a good clean boat, a pleasant crew, 
a favourable wind, a complete larder and 
agreeablecompanions, thesail upto“Pao'fu”” 
is a very enjoyable one. ‘There is greater 
variety and more picturesqueness of scenery 
than upon any other stream that branches 
out from Tientsin. The Pei-ho to Tung 
Chow, and the Grand Canal, going south, 
furnish nothing but the tamest of views. 
Although this stream passes through the 
‘same great plain of Chihli that the others 
do, yet very much more is observable that 
attracts the eye and gives pleasure. It is 
currently reported, however, that later in 
the season tho voice of the mosquito is 
heard in tho land, and that during his 
reign the “fairest prospect” ceases to be 
attractive. Probably this is the pleasantest 
time of year to make this trip,—sportsmen 
will choose the time when game abounds. 

‘The beauty of this sail as compared with 
that on any of the other streams, is caused 
mainly by the fact that this stream passes 
through two small lakes on its way from 
Pao-ting Fu to ‘The margins of 
these lakes aro lined with reeds of luxuriant 
growth. Extensive waterways have been 
cut in all directions into the adjoining land, 
and much of the land adjoining the course 
of the stream in some parts appears 
to have been reclaimed by building out into 
the lake with mud scraped from its bottom. 
The islands thus formed are mostly covered 
with very heavy wheat which will be ready 
for the sickle in about three weeks. The 
production of reeds is very latge. Indigo 
is planted in considerable quantity. Accre- 
tions are being made in many places, in the 
fresh mud of which the indigo plants are 
set and grow vigorously. Here and thero 
is a village surrounded by these wheat 
islands, with an occasional vegetable patch, 
itself approachable only by boat, and by its 
picturesqueness adding greatly to the beauty 
of the scenery. Boats are plying in all 
directions, some fishing in the open lake 
either with net or a flock of cormorants ; 
others sweeping through the water-ways 
among the islands of wheat and reeds, 
altogether presenting a very animated and 
inspiriting scene, as welll asa very pleasant 
picture to hang in one’s memory. 

This whole section of country of which 
these lakes form a part is known as the 


wa §2$ or swamp land. When not in- 














undated it is very fertile. Evidence of its 
former prosperity is seen in the predomin- 
anco of brick over mud houses in the 
greater part of the villages within sight 
from the boats, Evidence of the present 
distress is seon in the quantities of old 
brick piled up along the way waiting a 
purchaser, 

About thirty or thirty-five li from Tion- 
tsin, two dredgers are widening and deep 
ing the channel of this stream, This is 
well, but not well enoug! What is needed 
is tho careful application of engineering 
science and skill. This, itis believed, would 
in a few years’ time restore to cultivation 
a large and fertile tract of country which 
is now liable to constant overflow, and 
which for years has been useful only as a 
fish-pond. 

‘The stream becomes narrower and shal- 
lower as Pao-ting Fu is approached, and the 
traveller's only desire is that the journey 
may speedily be brought to an end.

FOOCHOW, 
A correspondent writing from Foochow, 


says :—Rumours as to the trouble between 
Amoy and Kuangsi men at Kien Ning are 
very coniicting. ome say as many as eiuhty 
are killed. ‘The Kuangsi men are drilling 
daily near the city with a red belt around 
their loins as uniform. ‘They are said to be 

joorly armed. Large bodies of troops 
Pave zone up to quell the trouble. It seoma 
somo years ago all light draught boats 
were forbidden to bring cargo to Foochow, 
but were required to tranship at a certain 
limit into the larger Amoy boats. However, 
the light draught boatmen (of course mostly 
Kuangsi men) made an agreement with the 
‘Amoy men, according to which about half 
of tho cargo was transhipped as above, and 
the remainder brought down in the light

raft boats. Recently it scems tho Salt 
Cc joner issued a notico forbidding 
these light draught boats taking salt up 


country. The Amoy men, thinking it a good 
opportunity to secure the enforcement of 
the old rule, refused to let the Kuanysi 
boats carry’ tea, and thus arose the 
juarrel.

‘The ships of the ‘Infant Navy,” stately 
and sound as they may seem to the eye of 
the casual visitor at Pagoda Anchorage, 
are, after all, perhaps oaly a delusion and 
snare, Let us take, for example, the 
vessel known as the Wang Nien-tsing, 
which we believe means “Dynasty of 1,000 
Ages.” This marine “Terror to Western 
Nations” was built at the Mamoi Ar- 
senal in 1868, and is consequently about 
twelve years old; she was docked a few 
weeks ago, and found to be completely 
worthless—her planking utterly rotten, 
and her actual value, as a man-of-war, 
absolutely ni/. Yet inspired articles in the 
Pall Mall Gazette and other leading Lon- 
don newspapers still tend to make people 
believe that China possesses in the Mamoi 
Arsenal a really first-class naval establish- 
ment 

‘That the mental vision of the benighted 
“heathen” should be exercised over the 
present—not altogether unlooked-for course 
of events on the Foochow tea market, is 
perhaps only natural. But, notwithstand- 
ing the apparently gloomy outlook, the 
dexterous son of Han is professedly hope- 











Z| fal, and confidently predicts that the 


nibbling” line of business to which he 
has this year lent himsolf so freely, will 
prove the meaus whereby he can play his 
proverbially cunning game of beggar 
my neighbour.” However, the game is 
practically in the hands of ‘the Occidental 
player,—whose strong trump suit will, if 
Eoolly and. patiently played, lend up to a 
glorious checkmate of the shadowy tactics 
resorted to by that leather-lunged coterie 
known as the “Tea ‘Trade Association 
Club.” 

‘From native sources we learn of very 
serious disturbances in the neizhbourhood 
of Kien Ning-fu,—arising out of a dispute 
between the Kuangsi aud Chinchew boat- 
owners. It would appear that for many 
years past the Chinchew boat guild has 
enjoyed a monopoly of the tea-carrying 
trade between Kien Ning and Foochow; 
while the Kuangsi guild’ has been per: 
mitted to hold similar privileges as regards 
the transit of saltpetre. Early in the 
present year, however, the native authori- 
ties decided upon throwing open the 
entire boat trafic of the upper Min to all 
comers, including, of course, the Kuangsi 
boatowners. ‘This arrangement does not 
seem to have commended itself to the former 
monopolisers of the lucrative tea-carryi 
industry, and therefore these worthies 
resolved amongst themselves to nullify the 
permission granted to the rival guild, by 
seizing any Kuangsi tea-laden boats that 
they might come across. With this avowed 
object in view, they attacked the Kuangsi 
boats, destroying several of them, and 
killing a number of the unfortunate’ boat- 
men. The Knangsi men of course retali- 
ated, and severe fighting ensued, resulting, 
we hear, in the loss of over fifty valuable 
boats and more than 80 lives. Kien Ning 
is now virtually besieged by the justly 
infuriated Kuangsi people, and a force of 
about 2,000 troops has been despatclied to 
restore order in that notoriously turbulent 
city. 

‘The total receipts of Congon to date are 
estimated at the equivalent of about 280,000 
chests; but supplies from nearly all the 
districts above the city of Kien Ning are 
temporarily delayed, owing to the serious 
riots between rival cargo-boat guilds in 
the vieinity of that place. ‘These disturb- 
ances are, howerer, quite local, and will 
no doubt be suppressed in the course of a 
few days, when arrivals of first crop leaf 
on an unusually large seale may be looked 
for. So far, foreign buyers have abstained 
from regular operations in the open market, 
though certain isolated transactions, on

The Russian frigate Asia, Captain 
Amassoff, bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral 
Aslanbegof, arrived — shortly _ before 
noon on the Sth inst., and exchanged 
salutes with the shore battery, the Conus, 
the Prinz Adalbert, and tho Vital de 
Oliveira, The Asia is a vessel of 2,500 
tons aud carries nine guns of a heavy 
calibre, with a complement of 250 meu, 
Sho loft Cronstadt on the 30th Octo 
ber ; Copenhagen, 8th November; Havre, 
18th December ; Cadiz, 28th ; Ville Franca 
(Nice), 3rd Jannary ; Naples, 9th ; Pireus 
(Greece), 24th ; Alexandria, 14th February ; 
Suez, 24th; Aden, 16th March ; Colombo, 
Uth’ May ; Singapore, 20th, and she 
will leave on Wednesday for Nagasaki, 
‘The following are the names of the officers 
‘on board, some of whom have been on 
the China Station before :—Rear-Admiral 
Aslambeyof; Flag-Lieutenant Fridrichs, 
Secretary Abaza, Assistant-Secretary Ergo- 
misheff; Captain Amassoff; Commander 
Gerardi; Lieutenants Virenius, Vonlar- 
larsicy, and Alexandroff; Navigating Ofticers 
Egormann and Rosanoff ; Sub-Lieutenants 
Shwank and Glasenapy ; Lieutenant of

sailors, and twenty musicians. ‘The Asia 
was expected to proceed northwards to Japan 
on the 8th, but the China Mail says that 
her future movements depend on instrue- 
tions expected daily from St. Petersburg. 
HLE, the Russian Admiral paid an official 
isit on the day of his arrival to the 
German corvette Prinz Adalbert, when the 
customary salutes were oxchanged by that 
ship and. the Aoia. ELE, Rear-Admiral 
Aslambegoff, of the Russian Imperial 
Navy, landed officially the same evenin, 
at half-past five o'clock. H.E, was receive 
by a guard of honour of fifty rank and file, 
two officers, the Regimental colours and 
band of the 27th Regiment, and was 
saluted by the Royal Artillery with thirteen 
guns. He was accompanied on lending by 
Mr. Adolph André, the Consul for Russia, 
and the Admiral and suite proceeded to 
Government House, 

‘Mourning for the Empress of Ru: 
observed on the 7th instant, and at cigh 
o'clock the flags on all the men-of-war in 
harbour, on the Government buildings, and 
at the Consulates were hoisted at half- 
mast, and the shore battery and men-of-war 
fired twenty-one guns; the Rus flag- 
ship Asia fired thirty-one guns, as it is the 
custom in the Russian Navy on tho 
occasion of the death of an Emperor or 
Empress to fire all the guns on board the 
ship, but not less than thirty-one.

‘The new Viceroy gave a state banquet at 
his yamén on the 27th ult., to which were 
invited the Admiral of the gunboats, the 
Haikwan, the Lieut.-Governor, the Com- 
mander-in-chief of troops, the Provincial 
Judge, the Treasurer, and other officials. 
‘The Viceroy, like the proverbial new 
broom, has eummenced with a clean sweep. 
He has issued a notification to the public 
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setting forth that no credit is to be given 
to his employés and servants when they 
make purchases, as they have been 
instructed to make cash payments. The 
rublie are also cautioned not to pay any 
lack-mail, as all attempts at extortion 
have been strictly forbidden, and will be 
wunished if reported. Nor is this all. 
Bice the arrival of the Viceroy the 
gambling dens have all beon closed, with 
{he exception of a few iu the south and 
west districts. 

‘A great uproar occurred the other day 
in the stable of the Pun Yu Magistracy, 
wherein a gambling table had been estab- 
lished, owing to an attempt by some out- 
siders to rob the place. Although there 
twas a lively fight, and immense vociferation, 
no one appears to have been seriously 
injured. : 

‘The prospects of war between Russia and 
China excite less discussion and attention 
than they did. The prevalent, opinion, 
however, among the natives is that war is 
unavoidable, and some of the more ignorant 
people really believe that hostilities have 
‘commenced. No one appears to entertain 
any apprehension lest the Russiau fleet 
should ascend the river and bombard the 
city. That is a contingency which does 
not seem to have entered into any uf their 
caleulations.—Daily Press.

May 15th.—(1) A memorial from Li Han- 
chaug, Governor-General of the Hu-knang 
provinces, submitting a report on the 
capacity of an expectant Taotai whose ter 
of probation has expired. ‘There is a 
standing order to the effect that when 
‘Taotais or Prefects are seut to a province 
‘on probation, the Governor-General and 
Governor uf che province to which they are 
sent shall, at the expiration of oue year 
from the date of their atrival, report on 
their respective capacities and recommend 
them for appointments to busy posts, or the 
reverse, as the case may be. Chang Pao- 
hsien, the ‘Taotai on probation who is the 
subject of this report, is sixty years of ay: 
and a native of Ch’iian-shu Hsien in t 
province of Anhui. He commenced his 
career as a salaried licentiate, and subse- 
quently obtained the degrees of chié jéw 
and chin skil, when he was created a 
Magistrateby selection, In the third year of 
Hsien Féng, he obtained the appoilstiuent 
of Police Magistrate in Peking, and in the 
following year was appointed Mayistrate of 
the Wursi district in Kiangsu.~ Me w: 
presented at Court, and was then tr 
ferred by Imperial decree wo a district 
in Shansi, In the 5th year of Hsien Fong, 
he was joint exmainer at the exaniuation 
for the decree of proviueial yraduate, and 









































at the close of that year went into mourning 
for his mother. His mourning expired in 
the 8th year of Hsien Féng, and he was 
then appointed to the province of Féng- 
Vien to await selection there. After a 
year’s service in that province, he was com- 
mitted to the Board for the bestowal of the 
highest marks of distinction in considera- 
tion of his services in connection with 
judicial work, and in the following year 
was appointed acting sub-Prefect of Nin: 
yitan Chow. In the Ist year of Tu 
Chih he went into mourning for his father, 
and in consequence of his native place 
being invested by the rebels, obtained 
permission to go through his’ period of 
mourning at Chieh-chow in Shausi, A 
decree was then issued alluding in most 
flattering terms to his services, and the 
Governor of Shansi was instructed to keep 
him in mind and give him employment. 
In reply, the Governor reported very 
favourably of his honesty and energy, 
stating that he had been employed in the 
organisation of train-bands, Having pur- 
chased the grade of Prefect, he was sent 
to Kiangsu to be employed on special duty 
in that province, and in tho 4th year of 
‘Tung Chih was appointed first acting 
Magistrate of Vau-yang, and afterwards 
acting Magistrate of the Wu district. 
Having done good service in connection 
with the transport of grain by sea, he 
was recommended by the then Governor- 
General, Li Hung-chang, for a Prefecture, 
and after having been employed in other 
capacities, visited Peking in the 11th year 
of Pung Chih (1872), and, after presenta 
ion at Court, was ordered to be retained 

in Kiangsu and presented with one of the 
first vacancies, In 1878 he purchased the 
grade of ‘Taotai, and was transferred to 

jupeb, where he has now completed his 
year of probation. ‘Tho memorialist con- 
Siders him competent to take charge of a 
post assigned to the category of fan, or 
busy.—Rescript: Let the Board of Givil 
Ollice take note. 

May 16th.—(1) A number of District

(5) Li Hung-chang reports that the period 
of the freshet known as the ling hsiin has 
passed on the Yung-ting River without 
mishap. Previous to the time at which 
this freshet generally comes down, officers 
and soldiers were posted along the banks to 
be in readiness to prevent accidents, and 
the Intendant of River Works now reports 
thatthe freshetscame down somewhatearlier 
than usual this year. In the beginning of 
March, the ice began to break up, and the 
water rose daily, until it had reached to a 
height of from eight to thirteen feet above 
the ordinary level, with a current of vary- 
ing velocity. Precautions were taken to 
strengthen all the weak points, numbers of 
soldiers being employed in filling bags with 
sand and ramming them down where it was 
necessary, with the result that no mishap 
occurred. The freshet lasted a month, by 
hich time the ice had all disappeared and 
the water had returned to its ordinary 
level. 

‘The remainder of this day's Gazette is

(2) Memorial from Ting Pao-chéng, Act- 
ing Governor-General of Szechuen, in reply 
to the decree issued at the instance of th 
High Committee of Princes and Mini 
on tho 6th March, ordering the provincial 
Governments to consider ways and means 
for raising fands for military expenditure, 
and the” exercise of economy in the 
channels of expenditare, On receipt of this 
Aecree the memorialist, whose natural duty 
and that of those associated with him is to 
exercise strict economy, particularly at a 
time like the present, referred the question 
at once to the iperintendents of the 
departments charged with the organisation 
of funds for military purposes, and the audit 
and return of accounts respectively. ‘These 
oflicers now report that, sino the militar 
operatious earried on in Szechuen in the 108 
year of Hsien Feng, irregulars were enlisted 
oa repeated occasious, and though the 
numbers of these irregulars were constantly 
being reduced, additions were also fre- 
quently made, the enlistments in fact 
being in excess of the reductions, So much 
so hat in the years 1868 and 1869 there 
were more that 60,000 irregulars in the 
employ of the Government of Szechuen, 
the maintenance of whom cost upwards of 
thi millions taels per annum. Their 
numbers were reduecd by Wu T’ang, the 
late Governor-General, so that in 1877 the 
|foree amounted to some 15,000 men, for 
| whose maintenanee an annual expenditure 
of se i hundred thousand taels was 
necessary. Funds were so scarce, however,

maintenance.] The result of these in- 
vestigations was the establishment of the 
salt trade on ,the frontier of the province, 
the organisation reforms in the system of 
lckin collectorates, and the insistance of 
greater exactitude in the settlement of 
accounts between outgoing and incoming 
officials, The weakly and decrepit amongst 
the irregular troops were weeded out and re- 
placed by serviceable men, and a system of 
amalgamation was put in force, while great 
reductions were made in the scale of pay 
issued to the Hunan troops in particular. 
The result was that an actual saving of 
considerably over a hundred thousand taels 
was effected, and the burden of the main- 
tenance of one whole regiment was thrown 
upon the salt department newly established 
on the Kueichow frontier, whereby a saving 
to the provincial treasury of over Ts. 
140,000 was effected, During the past two 
years, the savage aborigines have been 
comparatively quiet, but they az like dogs 
or sheep in disposition [one following the 
other's lead(?)) and a rising on their 
past may be auticipated at any moment. 

fecret societies, too, abound in the 
region of the Kueichow and Yiinnan 
frontiers, which is further occupied by 
disbanded braves, so that the maintenance 
ofa protective force cannot be dispensed 
with. Exclusive of the regiment supported 
by the new salt department and four corps 
composed of uatives of the province, the 

resent strength of the irregular forces in 

zechuen is 12,900 men, whoare distributed 
at the important strategical points along 
the frontier. This is really too small a 
force, and in view of the economies in the 
regular line of military expenditure, which 
has now been reduced by sixty or seventy 
thousand taels, the Superintendents to 
whom, as reported above, the memoriali 
referred the question, do not see their 
way to further reductions of men or 
amalgamation of corps or regiments. In 
their opinion, too, further reduction would 
be false economy, for if any occasion for 
the use of troops should arise, the expendi- 
ture that would then be entailed would 
exceed the reductions that might be 
momentarily effected. In the matter of 
special departments, again, reductions have 
been carried out as far as it is possible to 
go. Those that are retained have each 
their special work to do, and the pay of the 
officials and underlings’ employed in them 
has been cut down by ihe cieiecatlas 
since his accession to office. The statf 
employed is only just sufficient to carry on 
the work, ‘The reduction of officers at any 
of the outlying tax stations would be the 
signal for a reduction of the receipts at 
the station that is left short-handed, for a 
want of sufficient supervision would result 
in_ smuggling and others malpractices. 
—Resoript : Let the Board concerned take 
note. 

‘May 18th.—(1) Memorial from Li Hung- 
chang reporting that the Acting Magistrate 
of the Ling-shon district is related by 
marriage to the Magistrate of the Hsin-lo 
district in the same Prefecture, the son of 
the former having recently married the 
daughter of the latter, The law requires 
that in such a case the latest arrival shall 
make way for his senior, and the memori- 
alist would therefore suggest that the Acting 
Magistrate shall change places with the 
M ping district. — 
Referred to the Board of Civil Ofiice. 

(2) The same officer solicits the bestowal 
of a mark of distinction upon one Hu Chia- 
chén, Taotai on probation, who contributed 


























ten thousand wadded garments last winter, 
valued at Tis. 10,000, for distribution 
amongst the poor of Chihli. Ina similar 
case in Szechuen, where an expectant 
Taotai contributed ten thousand waded 
garments for the sufferers in Shansi, the 
donor was given a button of the second 
grade. The memorialist would therefore 
suggest the bestowal of the like honour 
upon Hu Chia-chén.—Referred to the 
Board of Revenue. 

(8) The Governor of Kuangtung reports 
the suicide of the Acting Magistrate of the 
Chén-p'ing district in that province. It 
appears that the deceased officer had been 
ina desponding frame of mind for some 
time in consequence of the poverty of his 
appointment and the burden of his debts, 
added to the difficulties he experienced in 
collecting his land-tax. He had repeatedly 
expressed his wish to make away with him- 
self, but was dissuaded from doing so by 
his family. Early one morning at the close 
of last year, however, he possessed himsolf 
of a dagger and went out into the garden be- 
hind the principal room and there stabbed 
himself in the abdomen. He was found 
some time afterwards by his servants, who 
carried him in-doors and endeavoured to 
apply remedies. They also reported the 
occurrence to the Deputy Magistrate, who 
went to see him, accompanied by ‘some 
civil and military officials and some of 
the gentry. He was still able to speak, 
and informed them that he had himself 
attempted suicide in consequence of his 
money difficulties, and no one was to 
blame for the act. He lingered on till 
the next day, and then died, when ho was 
buried with’ all due decency. On the 
intelligence reaching the memorialist, he 
sent a special officer to make enquiries, 
and he found that the story he had 
heard was corroborated by the widow and 
servants of the deceased. In accordance 
with a decree issued in the 28th year of 
Tao Kuang, which calls upon provincial 
high authorities to report the suicide of 
any officer from a magistrate upwards in 
the civil branch, and from a captain 
upwards in tho’ military branch, the 
memorialist submits the present memorial. 
—Rescript: It is noted. 

‘May 19th.—(1) The ‘Governor-General 
of Min-chéh and the Governor of Fubkien 
report the despatch of a special officer in 
charge of Tis. 20,000 due from last year 
on account of contributions to Shéng-king, 
and also bills to the amount of Tis. 10,000 
on account of lekin on opium. 

(2) Memorial from Sung-k'uei, Imperial 
Resident in Thibet, reporting his dopart- 
ure for Peking, in obedience to Imperial 
decree. On receipt of this decree ho set 
to work, with the aid of his colleague, 
Sé-léng-ob, to clear off the work on hand, 
and carefully explained to the latter the 
pacificatory and soothing policy he should 
adopt, in order that he might bo able fitly 
to act'as his successor. At 4 or 5 a.m. on 
the 13th March, he directed the Commissary 
Chou, who is also acting as major in Thibet, 
roverently to convey the seal of the Imperial 
Commissioner, the archives, four volumes 
of papers on the subject of [relations with] 
the Nepalese, a copy of the treaties with 
foreign powers, forwarded by the Tsung-li 
Yamén, and the public correspondence, to 
Sé-léng-oh, who is to act as his successor. 
At G a.m. he publicly prostrated himself 
with his face towards the palace, and des- 
patched certain memorials ; and at 4 p.m. 
he started on his journey to Peking. As 
he has given strict orders for the prepara- 
tion of horses and attendants along the 
line of route, and has positively forbidden 
his servants to be extortionate, he hopes 
by the limitation of his demands and the 
bestowal of liberal rewards, to make a rapid 
journey and soon to prostrate himself in 
Front of the palace gate when he will bey 
for the bestowal of [further] employment. 

(8) Lin Chang-yo, Governor-General 
of Yuin Kuei, reports that he is in receipt 
of an- explanation from a major who 

















was charged with fraud and temporarily 
cashiered and suspended pending enqui 
The major in question had been drawing 
pay for more than a hundred soldiers 
in excess of those actually employed, 
‘The regiment should have have been 798 
strong, but it was found on enquiry made 
in consequence of information received, 
that he had only some 600 men undor 
arms, though he continued to draw the 
pay and rations of the full complement, 
His defence was that many men had 
died or were sick in consequence of an 
epidemic that had broken out, while others 
had been dismissed. His explanation is 
unsatisfactory, as it would have been his 
duty in any case to report vacancies by 
death or dismissal, as well as to forward 
returns of the men on leave, that their pay 
and rations might have been credited to 
the public account. ‘There is reason to 
‘suspect that the colonel also is not guiltless 
in this matter, and it is now proposed to 
hold a further enquiry to ascertain whether 
this money has been appropriated, and 
whether or not the colonel has aided and 
abetted the major. It is requested that 
both of them may be cashiered with a view 
to placing them on their trial. 

‘May 20th.—(1) A decree. ‘The spring 
and summer of this year are already upon 
us, and the rainfall in the neighbourhood 
of Peking has been but smi ‘We ar 
now in the season of “ Hsiao-man,” when 
the fields await only rain to produce 
abundant crops. It behoves us the more, 
therefore, to devoutly offer up prayers to 
that end, On the 14th day of the present 
moon We will proceed in person to offer 
sacrifice at the Ta Kao Tien, Let the Princo 
of Tun, on the same day, proceed to the 
temple of Shih Yi ing. Kung, the Prinee of 
Kung to the Chao Hsien temple, the Prince 
of Hwvui to the Hstian Jén temple, and the 
Beileh Prince Tsai Ch’éng to the Ning Ho, 
to offer sacrifices. 

(2) A memorial from Ts'én Yi-ying, 
Governor of Kweichow, reporting the 
names of oflicers and mien who distinguished 
themselves at the dispersion of the band 
of rebels belonging to the affiliated society 
nown as the Bo Lao Hui, and the capture 
of their chief—Reseript : Let the proper 
Board deliberate and report. The list of 
names is issued for their guidance. 

(3) A postscript memorial from T's’én Yule 
ying, stating that Kweichow being a frontier 
province and the revenue being poor, tho 
funds for the issue of pay to the soldiers 
have been hitherto supplemented by quota 
from the other provinces. The Hunan 
quota not having been punctually paid in, 
the memorialist petitioned the Throne that 
the Expectant Intendant of Circuit, Chang 
Jih-lun, might be sent to urge the payment. 
‘This was granted, and the memorialist was 
in hopes that the official in question would 
have proceeded at an early date to his 
duties, and that the money would have 
been handed over. To his surpriso ho 
learns, that although three months have 
already elapsed since the official was 
appointed, he has not yet started for his 
post, alleging as an excuse that he is old 
and failing in health. Ho certainly’ must 
be purposely shirking his duty, and itis 
the duty of the memorialist to request that 
Chang Jih-lun may be deprived of his 
oflice, though retaining his rank, and that 
the Provincial Treasurer may be instructed 
to investigate whatever public matters may 
have passed through the said ofiicial’s 
hands, and should anything be left incom- 
plete to order him to render a clear account 
of it, after which he may be allowed to 
return to his native place. With regard to 
pressing upon the Hunan provincial 
Government the payment of the sums due 
by them, another official should be 
appointed, ‘The memorialist recommends 
that the Expectant Prefect Wu Yu, now 
engaged in the Grain Transport at Ch’ang 
‘Te, should undertake this oltice in addition 
to his other duties.—Resoript: Let the 
proper Board deliberate aud report. 
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(4) Memorial from Tan Chung.lin, 
Governor of Ohékiang, recommending Sve 
District Magistrates for the bestowal of 
honorary distinctions, as a reward for the 
zeal and punctuality they have displayed in 
collecting and forwarding the land-tax for 
the past year—Rescript: Granted. Let 
the proper Board take note. 

(8) Li Han-chang, Governor-General of 
the two Hu, reports that Tis. 10,000, the 
first instalment of the Ts. 50,000 to be 
supplied by the Hupeh Salt Gabelle to the 
‘Treasury of the Imperial Household, is 
now on its way to Peking under charge 
‘of two officials. ‘The memorialist adds 
that as the new Governor has not yet 
arrived at his post, he was unable to 
memorialise conjointly with him.—Re- 
script: Noted. a : 

(6) Postscript memorial from Li Hung- 
chang, stating that the General in command 
of his body-guard of cavalry, Yang Ch’i- 
chén, by name, reported that among the 
horses of his troop many had been for some 
time sickly and thin, and that in order to 
further the present protective measures, 
it would be absolutely necessary to pur- 
chase new animals to replace them. 
Officers with a proper escort have in con- 
sequence been sent to Lama Mino, beyond 
Chang Chia-k’ou, to buy 390 strong stout 
ponies suitable for military purposes. ‘The 
memorialist has communicated on. thi: 
subject with the Board of War, and the 
military Lieutenant-Governor of Ch’ahar, 
and he has also instructed the various 
oflicials along the road to give the custom- 
ary aid in feeding and forwarding the 
horses, Ho now requests that a certificate 
may be issued (from the Board of War), 
and that the Superintendent of Customs at 
Chang Chia-k’ou may be instructed to 
allow tho horses to pass free of duty.— 
Rescript: Granted. Let the proper Board 
tako note. 

(7) Ming An, military Governor of Kirin, 
and Yt Liang, Deputy Lieutenant-General 
memorialise, ‘recommending Fu-k’uei, a 
captain of the imusketry division, ‘for 
promotion to the rank of colonel in the 
same corps, the post being vacant by the 
retirement of — Ch'ang-hai. — Rescript : 
Granted. Lot the proper Board take note. 

(@) Memorial from Pu Taung-ying, Gov. 
enor of Honan, reporting the result of 
his onquiries into the accusations brought 
against Wu Shu-hsiin and Li Pu-yiin, who 
held consecutively tho post of District 
Magistrate at Shang Ch’eng-hsion. Tho 
charge of peculation against these two 
officials is without foundation. The delay 
in the transmission of tho taxes collected 
in their district was owing solely to its 
distanco from the provincial capital, the 
amount having now been handed over in 
full.—Rescript : Noted.

On the Bund, for instance, at the b 
times of the day there are often four st 
of barrows and jinrikshas, two on on 
two on the otlier, proceeding in opposite 
direotions. ‘Theso when pressed by carriages 
are in the habit of darting at random from 
‘one side of the road to the otber, and if they 
















loitering jinrikshas, whose favourite vantage 
places are the centre of the Bund and the point 
at which four roads intersect. Such positions 
are sometimes occupied by two or three 





jinrikshas, and when a carriage approaches 
‘some will start off in one direction, some in 
another, That accidents are not more fre- 
quent is the strongest testimony in favour 
of the care and prudence of drivers, but 
the risks nevertheless are most serious and 
especially so to passers-by. 

‘The police do not attempt to control the 
traffic, oF to prevent any of the damages, 
which I deem it my duty to bring to your 
notice, and, indeed, the worst offendersagainst 
the acknowledged rules of the road are the 
Council's own servants, it being no vuusual 
things for empty water-carts to travel abreast 
of oue auother, the drivers being engaged the 
while in pleasant social repartee. 

‘With all deference to the Couneil T would 
suggest that an ample force of policemen be 
told of for the coutrol of the street trail. 
Secondly, that rules of the road be published 
aud supplied to every policeman and jinrik- 
sha coolie, and that no license be granted 











to any jirikeha or barrow eoolie until he has 
proved himself to be familiar wi 

rules; and, thirdly, that the license of every 
carriage driver who has offended against such 
ules be at once forfeited. 

The same regulations should be made to 
apply to the drivers of hackney carriages, aud 
L take the liberty to enclose a rough draft of 
at least some of the regulations which I deem 
most urgent, and the strict observance of 
which would add very considerably to the 
safety of this community.

the mischief, 

‘The Comuittee vainly hoped that it might 
have beew left to the good taste of those 
having care of the children that they would 
see that their charges did no damage, but 
no amount of expostulation appeara to have 
any effect, and tho Committeo have to daily 
deplore the most wanton mischief which 
uuder present regulations it appears impos- 
sible to stop. ‘Trees ruthlessly stripped off 
theie leaves or bark, rosebushes broken off 
and destroyed, and newly-planted beds 
trampled on, While rewonsirauco is often 
met by the chaste replies which augry amabs 
are prone to indulge i, 

Under the circumstances, the Committee seo 
no alternative but to restrict the children to 
that part of the gardeu where they can do 
least damage, but would be glad to havo the 
approval of ‘the Council to tho subjoined

Ut does not appear just to the general public

A general meeting of the members of this 
association was held on Monday evening at 
the rooms of the Society, in Upper Yuen- 
ming-yuen Road. Thero were present -—

the Very Rey. Dean Burcuer presided, 
and after the minutes of the last meeting 
had been read and approved, he said — 
Gentlemen, a long time has ‘unavoidably 
elapsed since we met, and you might be 
justified in addressing your Council. thi 
evening with the opening words of Schiller’s 
Wallenstei 

“pit kommt the—doch tbr Korat,” 
and I hope that you will be good enough 
to accept the excuse and to extend to us 
the indulgence which are implied in the 
next few words of Illo's speech,

L urge “distance” as a plea for the delay 
of our meeting, not of course meaning the 
distance between our respective houses and 
this building, but the distance between 
Shanghai and the cities and open ports 
whence our papers come, ‘The correspond- 
ents to whom we must look for support 
are scattered, and it takes some time to stir 
them up by repeated letters to send us 
contributions, Ihope you will say that we 
have made a good beginning this evening 
by securing a paper by vo accomplished a 
numismatist a3 Dr. Bushell, and a com- 
munication which I believe Iam justified in 
Aoscribing as a chapter from a forthcoming 
work on ‘Taouism by Mr. ¥. H. Balfour. Let 
me urge on all those members present and 
on the sinologues—men of lore and labour 
—in all parts of China toavail themselves of 
the facilities which this Society offers for 
the publication of their writings. ‘There is 
much to be done in the department of 
Chinese archeology and history. ‘Thanks to 
our late President and others, a beginning, 
and a good beginning, has been made in the 
study of the geography of China. And 
this mention of geography leads me to the 
proposition which I have to submit for your 
approval, forall will, Lam sure, approve it, 
You know that we are accustomed to elect 
as. honorary members of this association 
those who bave distinguished themselves 
in Asiatic research, but are at the time 
not resident in China, Let us honour 
ourselves by placing on this roll the enter- 
prising traveller, Count Bela Széchéuyi, 
who has made so adventurous an expedition 
and exhibited such scientific enthusiasm 
and such hardy endurance. By rule 10, 
honorary and corresponding members must 
tbe proposed by the Couneil at a general 
meeting and balloted for afterwards. T 
propose Count Bela Széchényi as an honor- 
ary member, i 


































‘Mr. T. W. Krxosurt seconded the Pre- 
sident’s nomination, and Count Széchényi 
was elected unanimously. 

‘MM. Camille Timbaulé Huart, Interpreter 
to the French Consulate-General, was 
elected a resident member on the motion 
of Mr. Haas, seconded by Mr. Kingsmill. 

‘Mr. Haas referred to negotiations that 
had been entered into with the Committee 
of the Shanghai Library with the view to 
the latter taking the management of the 
Society’s Library. He explained that an 
agreement had been come to whereby the 
Library of the Society was to be placed under 
the control of tho Shanghai Library 
so far as the circulation of the books 
was concemed, but the books would still 
be the absolute property of the Society. 
Members of the Society and subscribers 
to the Library would have equal rights 
as to the use of the books, some of which 
would not be allowed to leave the Library 
building. 

Mr. Krxoswmt thonght that it had been 
a misiake keeping the Library inaccessible, 
which he supposed was attributable to the 
fact that the Society could not afford to 
pay a person to look after the books. ‘The 
result was that some of the books were 
missing. He complained of a want in 
Shanghai of libraries of reference, and 
suggested that the committee of the Society 
should agree with the Library committee 
as to the books that should remain in the 
library and those that should be allowed 
to cirenlate among subscribers and mem- 
bers. With these suggestions he would 
moro that the terms of the proposed agree- 
ment be accepted. 

«Dr. Maccowas seconded the motion, 
which, afterafewremarks fromthe President 
infavourof the agreement, was unanimously 
carried. 

‘The Preswenrread a paper by Dr. 8. W. 
Bushell, Physician to H.M.’s Legation, 
Peking, on ‘The coins of the present 
Dynasty of China,” and tables showing 
results arrived at by assaying operations 
performed by the writer wore handed round 
among the members present, 

After a few remarks from Mfr. Krxossatt, 
a vote of thanks was passed to Dr. Bushell 
for his paper 
Mr. Haas then gave technical deserip- 
tions of some of the coins in use among 
tho Chinese, speaking more particularly of 
those used in the southern provinces, and 
he also spoke of foreign works treating of 
the subject of Chinese numismatics, 

Mr. ‘Kaxosurt then read a paper by 
F. H. Balfour, Esq., on “The Naturalistic 
Philosophy of China.” 

Dr. Maccowan made some observations 
in reply to the paper, explaining more 
particularly the Chinese character {#4 Tuo. 
Ho then referred to the address he gave 
at the last meeting on the Upper Yang- 
tsze River, and read an extract from an 
American work about the freshets of the 
River Mississippi and the report of the 
steamer Kianghig, which arrived at Han- 
kow from Ichang three days ahead of her 
time by simply allowing herself to be borne 
along during the recent flood. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded 
Mr. Balfour for his paper. 

‘The proceedings then terminated, after 
the usual vote of thanks to the Chairman 
for presiding had been passed.

At the Point, 
the Charm was about 300 yards ahead, and 
the wind being now free, she and the 
Arrow both set their jibs, as did also the 
‘other boats when they arrived here, but 
they were then so far behind that their 
manceavres could not be particularised. 
The Gemini was still third, and the Phan- 
tom fourth. The Charm, with the advan- 
tage she had, for a short time seemed likely 
to hold her own with the Arrow ; but 
the latter, hugging the Shanghai bank to 
avoid the full strength of the tide, again 
proved herself equal to the occasion. She 
dually drew on the Charm, caught 
fer after a tussle of about a couple of 
miles, and rounded the man-of-war at 
‘Woostng two-and-a-half minutes ahead of 
her. The Arrow rounded at 4.34 and the 
Charm at 4.36} ; and the only other com- 
peting boat then fully in sight was the 
Gemini, which was’ just rounding the 
bend. “The Charm again took the ground 
in going about on the Shanghai shore, 
but half a minute sufficed to put her 
right. The Arrow rapidly increased 
her lead, and when she met the Gemini 
at seven minutes past five, it was 
thought she had an advantage fully equal 
to the time allowance she had to give the 
Charm. The Gemini passed down “flying,” 
and rounded the man-of-war, according to 
the view from the -rroi, at Seven minutes 
past five. The Arrow met the Phantom 
at two minutes past five, the latter 
rounding the man-of-war eleven minutes 
after the Gemini. The other boats, namely 
the Falke, Marion and Fearless,” turned 
back when they saw the Arrow returning. 






























The honour of the race now clearly rested 


between the Charm and the Arrow. The 
latter apparently had the race in her own 
hands, but her seven passengers, when 
called upon by her gallant owner, in turn 
still vigorously applied themselves in all 
efforts to make assurance doubly sure, and 
she passed the finishing line at Gh. 22m, 
9s., having covered the distance in 4h. 
13m. 543, which made her allowance to 
the Charm eight minutes. ‘The Charm 
finished at Gh. 35m. 2s., which was 13m. 
8s. more than the Arrows time, the latter 
winning the prize with an advantage of five 
minutes.

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SHANGHAI THE WINNER OP THE INTERPORT 
RIFLE SHOOTING MATCH, 

‘The Hiogo News of the 4th inst. has the 
following article on the rifle shooting match 
between Kobe, Hongkong, and Shanghai, 
which took placed at tho three ports 
simultaneously on the 20th May:—A curious 
mistake has been discovered in connection 
with the late Interport Rifle Match, which 
has the effect of taking away the honour 
and glory of victory from the Kobe team, 
however humiliating that fact may be. 
‘The honourable course of acknowledging 
tho mistake has been adopted as soon as it 
was discovered, and though the mistake 
is an awkward one, it will be seon that 
there has been no lack of good faith, but 
only an inadvertence. The Shanghai Volun- 
toors will no doubt be agreeably surprised, 
when they find that after all they, are 
really victors in the last match, if not{also 
in the one which took place in October, 
1879. ‘The mistake is that the Kobe team 
were shooting at a different target from 
the Shanghai one, the centre and magpie 
circles being of larger diameter, although 
the bull’s-eye was the same, viz, 8 
inches. It is not yet clearly known 
whether the Commandant of the Shanghai 
Volunteers is not to blame as well as 
the Captain of the Kobe Regatta and 
Athletic Club, ‘To explain the origin of 
the mistake, we must go back to the 
match in October, 1879. That match was a 
challenge by the Kobe Club, the Honorary 
Secretary sending the conditions, with 
measurements of the target, which were 
copied from a book of the Wimbledon 
targets as adopted at Creedmoor in 1875; 
the target being the “third class” one, 
used at all distances up to and including 
300 yards, and the dimensions are as 
under :— 

Bull’s eye, circular, 8 inches in diameter. 

Gentre ' y, 26 4, 

Inner ” 6 5 

Outer, square, 4 feet by’6 feet. 

The Shanghai team were beaten then by 
71, and there is a doubt here as to whether 
the target used by the Shanghai team was 
not different from the measurements then 
given. In the late match, Major Holliday 
sent the challenge to the Secretary of the 
Kobe Club, and in his communication said 
the match was to be on “exactly the same 
terms as the match shot in October last ;” 
but ho also gave detailed measurements of 
tho bull’s-eye, centre and magpie circles. 
These details, however, were inadvertently 
overlooked, as the statement “exactly the 
same terms,” led Mr, Sim, (who had entire 
charge of the affair on the part of the Kobe 
Club,) to suppose that there was no altera- 
tion in the target, and consequently the 
target used on the 20th May was exactly 
the same as used in October last year. The 
Secretary of the Kobe Club received by 
last mail from Major Holliday a letter 
giving the scores of the Shanghai team, 
accompanied by a diagram of the target 
used; and on looking at the latter Mr. Sim 
immediately discovered that it was different 


























from the target he had described in the 
first match and which he had adhered to in 
the second. ‘The Shanghai target has a 
bull’s-eye 8 inches in diameter; the centre 
circle is 12 inches in diameter, or a 
band of 2 inches round the bull; and 
the magpie circle 2 feet in diameter, 
or G inches round the centre circle. 
The Kobe target had an Sin. bull’s 
eye ; but the centre circle was 26 inches 
in diameter, or 9 inches round the bull’s 
eye; and the magpie circle 46 inches in 
diameter, or 10 in, round the centre circle, 
‘The result of this, of course, was that some 
shots which were scored as centres should 
have been counted as magpies, and all the 
magpies should have been outers. The total 
scores were : Kobe, 642 ; Shanghai, 630 ; a 
majority of 12 for Kobe; but this di 
erepancy in the centre and magpie circles 
‘might mal lifference of 40 or 50 points, 

the 28 magpies should have 
counted as outers—so that Shanghai had 
the best seore by slong way. ‘The ques: 
tion is whether the Shanghai team did not 
take the wrong target at the October 
match, and originate the mistake at that 
time ; a8 in 1g the challenge for the 
late match, Major Holliday said “ exactly 
the same terms” as in the former match, 
and then gave measurements which were 
different from the measurements given by 
‘Mr, Sim for the first match, but which 
difference unfortunately escaped the notice 
of Mr. Sim, who was all along under the 
impression that the: target was to be the 
same as that on which the October match 
was fired. The unfortunate mistake is 
very much regretted by the members of 
the Kobe team, who are willing to shoot 
over again, or to give the victory in the 
Jast match to Shanghai, and have ‘another

UNVEILING OF THE MAROARY MEMORIAL. 
‘The memorial subscribed for by forei; 
residents in China, and erected at the 
junction of the Soochow Road and the 

and, to the memory of Augustus Raymond 
‘Margary, of H.M.’s Consular service, who 
was murdered by Chinese near Manwyne, 
in Yiinnan; in February, 1875, while on a 
Journey fromBurmab through China, wasun- 
veiled on Thursday by the Honourable T. G. 
Grosvenor, Secretary of H.M.'s Legation, 
Peking, inthe presence of a large concourse 
of ladies and gentlemen. Round the base 
of the memorial a platform had been 
erected, which was covered with scarlet 
cloth ; and chairs were placed in the back- 
yund for those who preferred to sit 
iuring the ceremony, while tho memori 
was tastefully draped with British ensigns. 
The various Consuls were invited to 
assemble at the residence of Mr. 0. F. R, 
Allen, H.M.’s Officiating Consul, thence, 
accompanied by tho Hon. Mr. and Mrs. 
Grosvenor and other prominent residents, 
they proceeded to the memorial, where 
they were received by the Committee, 
which consisted of the Very Rev. 
Dean Butcher, Dr. Henderson, Messrs. 
R. W. Carles, RE. Wainowright, R. W. 
Little, and WV. H. Tapp, the Honorary 
Secretary. Mr. Allen formally  intro- 
duced the Hon. Mr. Grosvenor to the 
Committee, aud Mr. Tapp presented Mrs. 
Grosvenor with a bouquet ; several of 
the other ladies and gentlemen present 
had also bouquets and wreaths of flowers 
to place on the memorial after the ceremony 
of unveiling was over. The members of 
the Committee took up positions on the 
raised platform, with the Hon. T. 
Grosvenor in front, and the ceremony was 
‘commented by 
The Very Rev. Dean Buroaer addressing 
the Hon. Thos. G. Grosvenor, as follows:— 
Sir,—Themembersofthe Maryary Memorial 
Committee have done me the honour to 














request me to act.as their representative 
and spokesman on this occasion, Under 
ordinary circumstances it would be my 
duty to ask you in the fewest words to 
disclose this structure to public view, but 
as the foreign community in Shanghai 
changes rapidly and often—in proof of 
which I may say that of the 136 gentlemen 
who subscribed to the original fund only 
49 are now here—taking this fact into con- 
sideration, I say, it may be well for-the 
information of those who have arrived 
recently to explain briefly what we were 
entrusted to do and what we are now doing, 
It is now more than five years since the 
news of Mr, Margary’s death reached us, 
Immediately on the receipt of the sad 
intelligence, those who had known him 
expressed a desire that a public monument 
should be erected to his memory. There 
was some doubt, as there always is on 
such occasions, as to the character of the 
monument, A Committee was appointed, 
various proposals were sent in, animated 
discussions took place. The deliberations 
extended over a considerable time, for the 
first meeting was held in December, 1875; 
the last in August, 1877. At length tho 
decision was arrived at, which has the result 
we are gathered here to see, ‘The task of 
the Committee is done, and I think all will 
agree that their labowrs could not have 
ended at a more fortunate moment than 
when you, Sir, arepassing through the Settle- 
ment, No one laboured more zealously than 
you did that the special work of Mr, Mar. 
gary’s life and the unforeseen circumstances 
of his death should alike conduce to the 
ultimate assurance of beneficent results to 
Great Britain and to China. Itseems, then, 
specially appropriate that the name. of 

rosvetior should appear on the last leaf 
of that chapter of history which narrates 
the fate of Augustus Raymond Margary, as 
it is so prominently and so honourably 
inscribed on its earlier pages. As tho 
representative of the Committee, I ask you 
to unveil the memorial, and hand you 
the inscription which it ia proposed to 
engrave on its base. 

‘The Honourable Mr, Grosvenor, O.B,, 
then stepped forward and said—Before 
I proceed to the task which you. have 
kindly entrusted to my hands, I must 
crave your kind attention for a few 
minutes, while I endeavour to put before 
you a brief sketch of the public life of 
our lamented friend. Augustus Raymond 
Margary entered the Consular service in 
1867 and went to Peking, His frank and 
manly bearing and his gentle manner very 
soon won for him the esteem and affection 
of all those with whom he came in contact. 
He remained in Peking until 1870. He 
then went to Formosa. There an event 
ocurred, destined to show how great was his 
personal courage, and how great his devo- 
tion to duty in the highest sense in which 
he understood that word. -The event 
I allude to was a typhoon that raged 
in the harbour of Kelung on the 9th 
August, 1871. Mr, Margary and Mr. Dodd, 
a British merchant resident there, during 
the highest of this storm, rescued the lives 
of forty-two seamen from drowning. Ono 
incidentinthisrescuedesorvesspecial notice, 
‘Mr. Mar; and Mr. Dodd, already spent 

much exertion, swam from a sinking 
ship to the shore, supporting between them 
a poor sailor who had broken one of his 
legs, and who, without their assistance must 
inevitably have perished. ‘That these two 
gallant men lived to tell the tale has always 
been a marvel to those who know the 
details of the whole history. Mr. Margary 
returned to England in 1872, and returned 
to China iu the following year. He served 
in that year at the Consulate at Chefoo, 
and here alsoamongstyou. In August, 1874, 
‘Mr. Margary was selected, on account of 
his many good qualities, tojoinin Burmah an 
expedition under Colonel Browne, coming 
from India to China. He set out all alone, 
and in the face of danger, difficulty and 
grievous bodily ill-health, he accomplished

‘he was chosen in 1874, by Her Majesty's 
‘Minister, to cross China alone, 
to meet and guide an Expedition, 
having for its object the opening of «Trade 
Route betieon that country and Burmah, 
After safely accomplishing this journey, 
he was murdered on his return, 
near Manwyne, in Yiinnan, 
on the 2lst February, 1875, 
Aged 28. 
‘This Monument is erected by 
foreign residents in China as a token of 
their esteem for the friend whom 
they have lost, and of 
their appreciation of the services which 
he rendered.

It is 
after the Gothic style, from designs by 
Mr. J. M. Cory, architect, of Shanghai, 
while the carving has been exeented by 
Messrs. Farmer and Brindley, of London. 
It is not yet altogether completed. When 
it is, stone steps will surround the base, 
which is built of Ningpo green stone, 
and from which rises a column and 
four shafts with trefoil arches and orna- 
mental gablets, each containing a shield, 
on which it is intended to place the 
Margary arms and those of the Muni- 
cipality, At the base, between the shafts, 
are the fyures of four lions, while the 
wholeissurmounted bya spireandawrought 
iron cross. ‘The inscription read by the

SCHEMES FOR THE SHANGHAI WATER 
SUPPLY. 

We understand that in response to the 
advertisement of the Municipal Council 
calling for schemes to supply the Com- 
munity with water, four schemes have 
sration, 
and in accordance with the resolution 
passed at the last annual meeting of Rate- 
payers, the Council will report on them to 
the meeting convened by the Consular 
Body for the 16th inst., as well as on the 
Gesirability of the Municipality under: 
taking the water supply in preforence toa 
private company. ‘The four schemes sub- 
mitted, all agree, we believe, that the 
source’ of the supply must be the river 
Whangpo, at a point below the limits of 
the harbour. ‘There is the scheme urged 
by its promoters at the last annual meeting 
of ratepayers, and the other three are 
drawn on the supposition that the 
Ratepayers will authorise the Council 
to provide a water supply for the Settle- 
ments. They are by Mr. G. J. Morrison, 
Mr. T. W. Kingsmill and Mr. T. J. 
Waters, and some of the main features of 
each are given below. 

















‘MR. MORRISON'S SCHEME. 

‘The following are the main features of 
the scheme recommended for adoption by 
Mr. G. James Morrison, M.I.0.E. 

‘The scheme includes the construction of 
ponds, filters, and reservoirs at Yangtsze- 
poo, the erection of pumping engines 
capable of supplying an ample quantity of 
water at a pressure of 100 feot per head for 
the English, American and French Settle- 
ments and the Bubbling Well Road ; it also 
includes laying the necessary pipes with 
hydrants, &e., in the English and American 
Settlements and in the Bubbling Well 
Road as far as Carter's Road, but does not 
include the pipes in the French Concession, 
it being understood that they would be 
laid by the French Council. 

It is intended that the supply at first 
should be one and a half million gallons per 
day, but this could be easily increased. 

‘The estimated cost is Tis. 361,000, but it 
is intended that provision should be made 
for a possible expenditure of ‘Tls. 400,000. 

‘The water is intended to be supplied on 
the constant sersice principle, and the 
charge is to be based on the rental on 
something like the following scale :—

‘MR. KINGSMILL'S SCHEME. 

Mr. Kingsmill’s scheme provides for the 
supply of 2,750,000 gallons per day and 
was made jointly with Mr. Sidengham Duer, 
M.LC.E. of Havewood Square, London, 
It is the outeome of several’ years of 
experience in the treatment of the water 
of the River Wovsung. The point of 
supply recommended is the river below the 
lower limits of the harbour, and it is 
intended that the water shall be taken on 
the flood tide, thereby ensuring a supply of 
what is practically Yangtszo water, which 
compares favourably in quality to that 
supplied to any of the large towns in 
England. 

He proposes no special arrangement of 
filters, experience having proved the 
ordiuary ground and sand filters to be 
quite suflicient for the purpose. He recom- 
mends, however, large settling reservoirs to 
remove as much suspended matter as pos- 
ible before passing the river water to the 
filters. For the supply, foreign houses 
‘are proposed to have ordinary services, and. 
the same system so far as practicable is 
recommended for native dwellings. No 
Aitliculty will be experienced in the case 
of buildings technically known as hongs, 
where two or more houses are contained 
within brick walls, and it is anticipated 
that toa moderate extent the same prin- 
cipal will be the most feasible for the 
supply of native shops. 

‘The difficulties which at first will appear 
will gradually diminish in tho convenience 
of a water supply and its practical economy 
force themselves on the owners and tenants. 
of Chinese houses. At first they will need 
to be overcome by voluntary measures, as 
any attempt at coercion until experience 
has demonstrated the best system of dis- 
tribution, under untried conditions, would 
certainly prove inetlectual. 

Hydrants are proposed for watering the 
strects and for a supply of water in caso of 
fire. 

As no reservoir capable of containing a 
sufficient supply of water to keep the 
services coustantly supplied is practicable, 
he proposes. system uniting the advantages 
of the so-called ‘‘constaut” system, with 
the economy of the intermittent. The 
diflicult of providing a constant supply is 
increased from the fact. that fully one-half 
of the daily supply will be needed in the 
three hours between 7 and 10am. ‘This 
ditticulty can only be surmounted by 
providing engine power and pumps of 
ticient capacity to undertake this task 
without being overstrained. 

He proposes the division of the districts 
to be supplied into four; first, Hongkew ; 
second, British Settlement rth and 
Bubbling Well Road ; third, British Settle- 
ment South; fourth, French Settlement. 
‘The water is to be first conveyed through 
a 27in. main to a central station at the 
foot of the Garden Bridge. From this the 
sub-mains will radiate to the several 
districts, and the entire will be under the 
cvntrol of one man. In connection with 
the central station he proposes as advisable, 
though not absolutely necessary, a water 
tower capable of — containing 100,000 
lous. “This can be rendered iustautly 
‘ailable in case necessity occurs of send- 
ing a supply to any district under high 

resstire. Pressure gauges and escape 
valves would be fixed where necessary to 
prevent accidents aud control the supply. 

‘The amount provided of 00 
gallons per diem is iess than 20 gallons per 
head, and this experience has shown is the 
smallest amount that cav be calculated on 
ty provide suflicent water for all purposes, 
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The scheme provides three settling 
reservoirs of 88,000 {superficial feet each, 
two pairs of filter beds 200 by 100 feet 
each, and a covered service reservoir 

. eapable of holding 4} million gallons. ‘Two 
pairs of direct acting compound engines 
capable of working together or singly are 
likewise included, with pumps of a diameter 
of 21 inches and G3 feet stroke. ‘To supply 
the settling reservoirs from the river, 
two centrifugal pumps are provided, and 
the reservoirs are placed at such a height 
that the subsequent work of filtration will 
be provided for by gravitation, 

‘The scheme sets forth at length the 
mothod of distribution and the sizes of 
the mains and service pipes needed in each 
district, and also detailed estimates of the 
cost of the entire scheme. 

‘The cost complete is estimated at taels 
550,000, and the annualexpenditure, includ- 
ing interest, at taels 78,000, ‘This amount 
it is shown’ can be raised’ by a rating on 
rentals of 2 per cont, per annum in addi- 
tion to other sources of ineome pointed out, 
and this amount compares favourably with 
the cost, of water supplied by. English 
municipalities, as well as entailing no 
extra expense, as the community own the 
present charge for water conveyed from 
sources too often polluted. ‘The calculated 
cost of the water delivered is tacls 80 per 
million gallons, which is not excessive, 
considering the fact that the water supply 
has to be raised by artificial means. 








‘MR. WATERS’ SCHEME. 

‘The scheme propounded by Mr. T. W. 
Waters, C.E., includes a water supply 
for the American and, English Settle- 
ments, the French Concession, and a 
supply to. the native city by stand 
pipes at the north and cast gates. As 
to the source of the supply, it is stated 
that at various times four different places 
have been proposed, namely, from the 
reeks in the vicinity of the Fung-wan hills, 
from the Soochow Creek, from the Whangpo 
river above the city, and from the Whang- 
10 river below the harbour limits. ‘The 
irst three of these are objectionable for 
reasons specified by Mr. Waters, while he 
points out that the last-named ‘source of 
supply, namely, from the Whang-po ri 
below the harbour, taken during 
spring tides, possesses many advantages. The 
water so taken will consist almost entirely 
of Yangteze river water, which although 
carrying large quantities of earthy matter in 
suspension, has been shown by chemical 
analysis to be almost freo from organic 
matter. In fact this carthy matter acts 
as a purifier, and can be easily separa 
by filtration, leaving the water pure 
wholesome. Another source probably exists 
in water bearing strata below the surface 
to be reached by artesian borings, Should 
artesian waterbefound of sullicient quantity 
and quality it would effect a consider: 
able saving in mains, filters, settling tanks, 
purchase of land, and in the anual working 
expenses. After careful geological study 
of the country around Shanghai, Mr. 
Waters thinks it seems highly probable 
that an abundant supply could be reached 
by boring, 
depth of 800 fect need not be exceeded, 
and further that the water so tapped 
would rise to the surface. As in most 
matters connected with mining, there 
is no absolute certainty that artesian water 
exists at tho above depth, or that, if found, 
the quality would be ‘suitable for the 
supply of the Settlements, but still the 
indications are most favourable. He 
estimates the cost of a boring including 
tools, lining, pipes, &e., at from Tls. 4,000 
to ls. 6,000 dependent on th 

‘The estimate of the di

Now if all the vacant ground on the 
English Settlement be built on, it will allow 
of about 20 per cent addition to the pre- 
sent Chinese population of the Settlement, 
and would entail a proportionately increased. 
water consumption, which ought to be 
provided for when laying down the mains 
ec. in the first instance. Should any 
further increase take place, it must neces- 
sarily be to the west of the English Settle- 
ment beyond the Defence Creek and in 
the outlying portions of Hongkew.” ‘This 
need not be provided for at present, but as 
the demand oceurs, when it should be 
met by laying a second line of mains 
through the new district,

No allowance has been made for water 
for closets, as it is not supposed that the 
Municipal’ Council will for a moment 
tolerate the admission of night soil into 
the sewers as at present constructed wi 
out ontlet valves or traps. If night soil 
be admitted into the sewers, enteric poisons 
must be generated, and these being forced 
gut of the sewers by the rising tide, would 
bea fruitful source of zymotic desease, ‘The 
present system of daily removal of excreta 
is (when practicable) from a sanitary point 
of view superior to all others. 

No extra provision (beyond the streot 
stand pipes, each of which will be capable 
of delivering 5,000 gallons per hour) has 
been made for fire, as with the admirable 
existing system of fire-wells and steam fire- 
engines, it would be poor economy to use 
filtered water, and keep up a constant high 
pressnre in the mains. 

Assuming that the supply of water be 
taken from the Whangpo river below the 
Settlements, the nearest suitable site for 
the pumping station would be the ground 
now occupied by. the Shanghai Water 
Works Company, on the north bauk of 
the river, about 4,020 yards from the 
mouth of the Soochow creek. From this

A daily consumption of 1,000,000 gallons 
gives an average hourly consumption of 
41,000 gallons. However, the demand dur- 
ing some hours of the day being largely in 
excess of the hourly average, an allowance 
of 100% extra capacity of mains must be 
provided. The prin in therefore 
must be capable of passing 
per hour. ‘Taking the length of. main at 
16,000 feet, a diameter of 15 inches with 
a head of 48 fect at the pumping station 
will amply sullice for this delivery. ‘This 
main would be comected with the distribu- 
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aices. From the distribution 
it iron service pipes would 
ith such houses as may require 
on. As it is hardly to be ex- 
peeted that the smaller class of Chinese 
householders will incur the expense of 








having water laid on, it may only be found 
necessary to erect one or more stand pipes 
in each block or court for the uso of 
the immediate vicinity. This system 
would certainly avoid a great deal of un- 
necessary waste of water. At the north 
and east gates of the native city Mr. 
Waters would recommend that one or 
more stand pipes, with meters attached, bo 
placed and farmed out at a fixed rato ‘per 
1,000 gallons consumed. 

The prico now paid for creck water by 
the Chinese varies from 7 cash to 24 cash 
pet pieul of 10 gallons, depending on tho 
Aistance of the purchaser from the source 
of supply. 

Taking the lower figure, this price is at 
the extraordinarily high rate of 70 dollar 
cents per 1,000 gallons, ‘There is no reason 
therefore fo apprehend any difficulty in 
obtaining 20 conts per 1,000 gallons if such 
a rato be deemed necessary. 

For street watering purposes, stand pipes 
would be fixed as follows :—In the English 
Settlement, 30 ; Hongkew Settlement, 20 ; 
French Concession, 10. ‘This will give an 
average distance apart of about 350 yards, 

‘Tho pumpingstation would comprisethree 
settling tanks, capablo of holding sufficient 
water for the consumption betweon two 
spring tides, the sides to bo faced with 

ingle, and to be provided with the requi- 
site inlet and outlet valves ; four filtering 
tanks with brick sides and bottoms; any 
three of these should be capable of treating 
the day's supply ; one covered storago tank 
cof 300,000 gallons capacity, brick lined and 
covered with iron roof ; ‘two centrifugal 
pumping engines for raising the water from 
the settling tanks to the filters ; three com- 
pound high pressure ‘condensing direct 
acting pumping engines, each capable of 
lifting 30,000 gallons per hour, with engino 
house, culverts, &c.; three Cornish steam 
boilers, (any two of which should be capable 
of supplying steam for all the engines) with 
all pipes, mountings, donkey pumps, shed 
and chi j one Wrought iron stand pipe 
100 fect high fitted with sluico valves, 
pipes, and connections to the pumps, 

Tt is estimated that a capital of Tis, 
250,000 would enable the Council to com- 
plete the works, and that the very modorate 
water rate of 3} per cent per annum on 
present rentals, together with other avail- 
able sources of revenue would enable them 
to pay 6 per cent interest on the required 
debentures and to provide a sinking fund 
of Tis. 7,000 per annum, which latter sum, 
if applied to redeem the debentures by 
annual drawings, would complete the 
redemption in 21 years. 











‘THE SCHEME OF THE PROPOSED COMPANY. 

‘The Promoters of the proposed company 
to supply the Settlements with water are still 
negotiating with the Municipal Council. $0 
farastheirschemeisconcerned, however, two 
documents have been placed at our disposal 
from which we extract the following inform- 
ation, Messrs. A. McLeod, H. R. Hearn, 
R. Mackeuzie, J. M. Ringer, R. E. Waine- 
wright and J. W. Hart appear as the 
promoters of the undertaking, and to 
satisfy themselves as to the completeness 
of the scheme, and as to its being in every 
way equal to the requirements of the 
Settlements, they have consulted Mr. 
Thomas Hawksley, the eminent hydraulic 
engineer, who expresses the opinion that 
the scheme has been well and thought- 
fully devised, both in regard to its general 
principles and its engineering Sctails, 
and that it will effect its intended objects 
in a very complete and satisfactory manner. 

Like the other three schemes we have 
already noticed, it is proposed that the 
supply of water shall be taken from the 
River Whangpoo at a point below the 
Settlements and shipping, and at the top of 
high tides, and a purifying apparatus 
of tanks and filtering beds are contem- 
plated. Mr. Hawksley think that the 
Site has been well chosen, that tho 
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wator to be obtained from tho Shanghai 
river at or near high water will be quite 
suitable, and that after purification in the 
depositing tanks and filters it will be pre- 
sented to the consumers in a condition 
practically equivalentto that of spring water. 
The promoters contemplate a demand at 
the outset of but 1} to 14 million gallons 
of water per day, but the works are designed 
to supply (at a very slow rato of filtration) 
from 2,800,000 to 8,000,000 gallons per day, 
ample provision being also made for speedy 
extension to, say, 44 million per day. After 
clarification the water is to pass into a reser- 
Voir, and thence it is proposed to pump it 
ton tower tankplaced ina central positionin 
the English Settlement, having an elevation 
Of 100 feet. ‘This tank ‘is to be of a capaci 

of 116,500 gallons, through it the water will 
constantly flow, and by this means the whole

With reference to the foregoing figures 
we may remark that from a carefully de- 
tailed estimate of the requirements of every 
foreign house in the Settlement under 
your jurisdiction we arrive at the conclu- 
sion that we can supply a very large quan- 
tity of pure water at a cost considerably 
below that which is paid under the present 
system. 

“Tho estimated income to be derived from 
native sources has been arrived at by a very 
careful sub-division of the houses into 
classes, and is taken at a sum considerably 
below that which we have ascertained is 
expended at present for a supply of water 
much below that which we propose to give. 

“The amount of income we anticipate 
obtaining from the Municipal Council, is 
for an abundant and constant supply of 
water at all hours of the day and night for 
the purpose of extinguishing fires, water- 
ing roads both in the Settlements and the 
Bubbling Well Road and for flushing the 
drains whenever requisite. 

“We estimate that the saving to the 
Municipality in tho form of wages for 
labour, decroase in oxpenses of fire depart- 
ment, building and repairing fire-wells, cost 
of stud for water-carts, &tc., will amount to 
a larger sum than we now’ ask for, while 
the advantages accruing from a constant 
and practically unlimited supply of water 
for Municipal and sanitary purposes are 
so manifest as to render further comment 
unnecessary. 

“Tho income to be derived from the 
French Concession, shipping, and from 
other sources has ‘beon arrived at from 
carefully prepared estimates, but as it does 
not in any way affect tho Council or 
Ratepayers we need not trouble you with 
ang further detail.” 

the following correspondence has taken 
place between the Municipal Council and 
the Committee of the proposed Company 
since we received the two documents from 
which we extracted the foregoing.

Sme,—The China Merchants’ Steamship 
Navigation Company of Shanghai, China, 
in view of establishing and developing com- 
mercial and postal relations between the 
Chinese Empire and the Sandwich Islands, 
where over 12,000 of Chinese subjects have 
emigrated, and other Chinamen very likely 
will emigrate in the future (free emigra- 
tion being an inherent and inslienable right 
of man), thus necessitating a direct and 
permanent intercourse with their fatherland 
said company has decided, to run a line o 
steamers from Canton, China, to Honolulu, 
Eawatian Islands, and probebly extending 
it to San Francisco, California, provide 
the Hawaiian Government will concede to 
this new line of steamers from China the 

P sky a8 now enjoyed 
by the Australian line—I mean the subsidy 
appropriated by Act of the General Assom- 
bly of the Kingdom, approved the 5th day 
of August, 1878, ‘for foreign steamship 
Tines-~36,000 dollars biennially. ; 

Considerations. 

This line of steamers direct from China 
comes from a friendly and not a rival nor 
aggressive nation, which nation does no 
longer mark the time but she is maxihing 
in the path of progress, knowledge an 
modern civilisation. A single illustration 
will show this, For the first time in the 
world’s history tho Chinese Imperial flag 
has been seen in the middle of the Pacific 
Ocean, displayed by the Chinese steamer 
Ho-chung. Moreover, sho is on the eve 
of developing her immense commercial, in- 
dustrial, agricultural and mining resources, 
and where there is no want of capital for 
carrying out any enterprises China and the 
Chinese may undertake, for the Chinese 
Empire has been aptly called, the long- 
‘elosed treasure-house of the world ; where 
for ages the Spanish and Mexican pillar 
dollars, the East India rupees, the United 
States trade dollars, and vast sums of gold 
of every nation have found thoir way, 
and have remained there hoarded and 
uaproductive for want of investment. 

‘he line of steamers from Australia 
comes from a country which has the samo 
productions, and with fow, if any, of her 
citizens resident in this Kingdom, and is a 
powerful competitor on the San Francisco 
market. 

‘The line of steamers from Australia 
touches at Honolulu once every four 
weeks and remains in harbour but six 
hours of daylight, whorens the line of 
steamers from China to this port will 
remain twelve hours or more, as may 
bo agreed upon or as may be deemed 
most satisfactory, and arrangements will 
be made so as to arrive fifteon days in 
advance of, or fifteen days Inter than the 
Australian’ steamers, so as to give to 
these Islands the advantage of a regular 
semi-monthly communication; but what 
is more important is, that each steamer 
from China will bring passengers who 
will pay two dollars per capita’ on land- 
ing, and may reside permanently on these 
Islands, thus giving the benefit of their 
labour in every branch of industry which 
enhances the national wealth ; while the 
passengers by the Australian steamers, on 
the contrary, go direct to San Francisco 
without benefit to these Islands. 

The failure of the Australian line of 
steamers, the City of New York on her last 
trip to stop at Honolulu according to the 
subsidy contract, should admonish this 
Government of the necessity of availing 
itself of the new line from China which I 
propose, in order to provide for the business 
community of these Islands a more certain 
and reliable commercial and postal advant- 
age. ‘The line of steamers from Australia 
brings little or nothing that will pay 
Custom-house duty at Honolulu or else 
where in this Kingdom, whereas the lino 
of steamers from China’ will bring every 
voyage merchandise and other productions 


from the Middle Kingdom that will pay 
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Custom-house duties more than enough to 
over-balancethe subsidy which the Hawaiian 
Government may grant to this new line of 
steamers. ‘This is the theory of exchange 
and compensation—this is true and wise 

olitical economy—to which His Majesty 
King Kalakaua and His Ministers, in their 
wisdom, foresight, patriotism, sagacity, 
statesmanship and’ determination, should 
not fail to give serious consideration. 

‘The importation of productions from 
China (as it is well-known that the Chinese 
resident here import a large proportion of 
the necessaries of life direct from their 
mother country) which will pay Custom- 
house duties, must continually increase 
through the facilities afforded to commerce 
from a direct line of steamers from Canton 
to Honolulu, thus the subsidy which the 
Hawaiian Government pays to the China 
Merchants’ Steamship Navigation Company 
‘will prove to be a profitable investment, for 
the reason that these Islands will be the 
gainer inthe end. 

‘The geographical position of the Hawaiian 
Islands, in view of the accomplishment of 
the grand project of the world-wide known 
Monsieur Le Comte Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
the inter-oceanic canal across the Isthmus 
of Panama, which will alter the geography 
of the world and revolutionize its com- 
merce, ought certainly to inspire His 
Majesty the King of these Islands and his 
Cabinet Ministers to avail themselves of 
every opportunity to enlarge the area of 
their commercial relations with every 
country with which commercial and postal 
communications can be formed, especially 
in the Far East with the Celestial Empire, 
which boasts of a population of the third of 
the sons of Adam and a territory as large 
‘as that of the great Republic of the United 
States of North America, and an importing 
‘and exporting trade of over 500,000,000 of 
dollars per annum, susceptible of almost 
limitless extension, for the simplest of all 
reasons—namely, that in proportion as a 
nation, people, a company or an individual 
enlarge their commercial intercourse with 
the outside world, do they enhance the 
well-being of themselves as as that of 
their own nation. 

‘Commerce is the life of nations ; enter- 
prise is the vital artery; forecast and 
resolute will are progress, ‘prosperity and 
safety. 

‘The Sandwich Islands will, by manifest 
destiny, become the Singapore, Ceylon, Java, 
and Sumatra of the Western Pacifio—viz. 
the commercial depét between Asia, Austra- 
lia and Amorica, as well as the rendezvous 
of all the whaling ships for orders from all 
nations navigating this great ocean, if quick 
and direct communications are established 
with China on the one hand and more fre- 
quently with the American continent on the 
other, and in the near future the laying of 
a trans-Pacific cable (of which enterprise I 
am the projector) between the western 
coast of the United States, Japan, Corea, 
and China, vid Sandwich Islands, the 
latter being the only civilized country now 
isolated from the rest of the world, thus 
completing the last and only link needed 
for encircling the globe with telegraphic 
wires. 

The China Merchants’ Steamship Navi- 
gation Company (of which a high Mandarin 
of the Chinese Empire, the Honourable Mr. 
Tong-king Sing, is President) is a power- 
ful corporation willing and able to fulfil 
all its engagements ad literam, and no 
other steamship navigation company plying

‘THE NEW AMERICAN MINISTER TO CHINA. 

The Alta California says :—The Presid- 
ent’s nomination of James B. Angell, 
President of the Michigan University, as 
‘Minister to China, having been contitmed 
by the Senate, wo present, through the 
Kindness of a Michigan correspondent of 
the Alta, a short sketch of the important 
events in the new Minister’s career. He is 
fifty-one years of age, and a native of Rhode 
Island, having been born 7th January, 
1829, in the village of Scituate. In 1845, 
ho entered Brown University, graduating 
four years later. His University career 
was & particularly brilliant one, as he 
excelled in all kinds of classical scholarship, 
not only standing at the head of his class, 
but excelling in scholarly attainments any 
one who had been in the University for 
years. During his Senior year he became 
imbued with a religious sentiment, and 
during a revival in the College he united 
with the Congregational Chureh, to which 
he has ever since remained a zealous 
and faithful adherent. At one time it 
was his intention to enter the ministry, 
but opposing circumstances prevented his 
so doing and forced him into the channel 
of literature. Upon his graduating, tlie 
Trustees of the University, aware of hi 
rare abilities, made an effort to retain his 
services, and offered him the only vacant 
chair in the Faculty, that of modern lan- 
guages and literature. Their offer was 
accepted, and having spent two years in 
Europe in travel and study, he assumed 
the responsibilities of the chair, and 
retained it for a period of two years. ‘While 
fulfilling his duties as a member of the 
Faculty of Brown University, he wrote 























very many editorials for the Providence 
Journal, and in 1860, Henry B. Anthony 
having been elected to the United States 
Senate, Professor Angell resigned his posi- 
tion in the University and took the entire 
control of that paper. For six years, 
throughout the Civil War, he filled the 
editorial chair, and was most uncompromis- 
ingly loyal. ‘In 1866, in his 37th year, 
he was called to fill the Presidency of the 
University of Vermont. ‘Two years later, 
his Alma Mater conferred on him her high 
est degree, L.L.D., and he was invited to 
deliver the annual oration to the graduating 
class of 1862. In 1871 he was invited to the 
Presidency of Michigan University, which 
he accepted temporarily and conditionally, 
but subsequently permanently. At that 
time the University was in a ferment over 
the admission of women to the various 
classes, and there were a fev lady students. 
Under President Angell’s skilful executive 
ability, and in accordance with his liberal 
ideas, the innovation was a good one, and 
there are now more than two hundred lady 
students in the University, pursuing their 
studies in the Literary Department and in 
all of the professional schools. ‘There were 
about one thousand students at Ann Har- 
bour when James B. Angell came there ; 
now there are nearly double that number. 
He has produced many essays and addresses 
on international law and political economy, 
on which subjects he lectures to the Senior 
Ciass. In polities, he is a Republican, but 
is no politician in the usual acceptation of 
the word. He is married to au estimable 
lady, the daughter of President Caswell, of 
Brown University, and has a beautiful 
daughter, and a son, who is engaged to the 
daughter of Chief’ Justice Cooby, of 
Michigan. Private advices state that 
Minister Angell will soon arrive in San 
Francisco, and that he will remain there 
some time, studying the que

‘THE CHARACTER OF THE CHINESE IN SAIGON. 


Our French neighbours seem to find some 
difficulty in managing the Chinese in their 
colony, | The Independant sxys—Oue does not 
kuow which to admire most, the impudence 
with which the Chinese who reside in Cochin- 
China, and contribute, so to speak, nothing 
to the revenue, pose themselves as masters 
and try to make laws for the other inhabitants, 
or the carelessness with which the officials 
allow this insolence of the sous of the Celes- 
tial Empire to develope itself. In the week 
just ‘past three grave events have again 
marked this tendency of the Chinese to placa 
themselves above the laws, and we still wait 
for some efficacious measure to repress these 
disorders. First we have the difficulty of the 
pork butchers and dealers. This profession, 
like so many others, las been mouopolised by 
the Chinese, who, the other day, dissatisfied 
with a regulation of the Mayor's compelling 
them to pay to the slaughter-house certain 
dues, looked upon themselves as aggrieved 
and refused to kill the pigs or sell the 
pork in the market, So far they were 
acting within their rights and there was 
uothing to be said.
